SEC. 2. FINDINGS AND PURPOSE. 1

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress finds as follows: 2

(1) The social insurance strategies of the past 3

century, which sprang from the New Deal, expanded 4

in the Great Society, and continue to dominate the 5

terms of public debate, are headed toward collapse. 6

(2) Although Americans remain committed to 7

the missions of these initiatives, the goals can no 8

longer be met on models created nearly 80 years 9

ago—with large, centralized institutions, especially 10

government, serving as sole providers for an increas-11

ingly dependent population. 12

(3) The failure of this approach will not occur 13

immediately, it will unfold over the next several dec-14

ades, becoming more intractable with each suc-15

ceeding year; but it is inevitable, and policies in 16

place right now, today, are leading inexorably toward 17

it. 18

(4) Among the inescapable signs are the fol-19

lowing: an unsustainable path of Government spend-20

ing; levels of projected debt that threaten to bank-21

rupt the country; trillions of dollars of unfunded li-22

abilities in the Government’s major benefit pro-23
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grams; and the erosion of Americans’ security and 1

confidence in health care and retirement. 2

(5) These conditions pose significant potential 3

burdens not only for the Government, but for the 4

United States economy as well, threatening its abil-5

ity to continue raising standards of living, and its 6

leadership in an increasingly international market-7

place. 8

(6) A comprehensive plan is needed, and this 9

legislation aims to energize the productive capacities 10

of Americans to generate sustained economic 11

growth. 12

(b) PURPOSE.—The purpose of this Act is as follows: 13

(1) HEALTH CARE REFORM.—To provide access 14

to health care coverage to 47 million uninsured 15

Americans by establishing a new tax credit; to re-16

form health insurance markets, high-risk pools, and 17

electronic health records; and to create a new agency 18

to promote the dissemination of industry-defined 19

health care price and quality data. 20

(2) MEDICAID AND SCHIP REFORM.—To im-21

prove health care coverage for those who need it 22

most by establishing a new option for States’ Med-23

icaid and SCHIP programs. 24
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(3) MEDICARE REFORM.—To ensure the Medi-1

care benefit continues to provide health care cov-2

erage for seniors by establishing a new methodology 3

to make the program solvent and fiscally sustain-4

able. 5

(4) SOCIAL SECURITY REFORM.—To reform so-6

cial security to ensure retirement security for future 7

generations and to make it solvent for the foresee-8

able future; to address inequities in the system and 9

provide millions of Americans with the opportunity 10

to build a retirement nest egg that they can pass on 11

to their heirs. 12

(5) INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX REFORM.—To 13

offer taxpayers a choice in paying their Federal in-14

come taxes; to allow individuals to choose between 15

the current tax code or a highly simplified tax sys-16

tem with virtually no deductions or credits (apart 17

from an individual health care credit), two low tax 18

rates and a generous standard deduction and per-19

sonal exemption; to fully repeal the alternative min-20

imum tax (AMT), eliminate the tax on interest, cap-21

ital gains and dividends in order to promote saving; 22

and to repeal the estate tax. 23

(6) BUSINESS TAX REFORM.—To eliminate the 24

United States. corporate income tax and establishes 25
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a border-adjustable business consumption tax in its 1

place; to provide a new method of business taxation 2

that will level the playing field for United States 3

businesses to compete with foreign businesses and 4

will promote sustained economic growth, investment 5

and job creation in America. 6

(7) BUDGET PROCESS.—To keep total spending 7

of the Government under control, a limit on total 8

outlays as a percentage of the gross domestic 9

produce is established; and enforced by automatic 10

spending controls if it is exceeded. 11

SEC. 101. REFUNDABLE CREDIT FOR HEALTH INSURANCE 14

COVERAGE. 15

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subpart C of part IV of sub-16

chapter A of chapter 1 of the Internal Revenue Code of 17

1986 (relating to refundable credits) is amended by redes-18

ignating section 36 as section 37 and by inserting after 19

section 35 the following new section: 20

‘‘SEC. 36. QUALIFIED HEALTH INSURANCE CREDIT. 21

‘‘(a) ALLOWANCE OF CREDIT.—In the case of an in-22

dividual, there shall be allowed as a credit against the tax 23

imposed by this chapter for the taxable year the sum of 24

the monthly limitations determined under subsection (b) 25
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for the taxpayer and the taxpayer’s spouse and depend-1

ents. 2

‘‘(b) MONTHLY LIMITATION.— 3

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The monthly limitation for 4

each month during the taxable year for an eligible 5

individual is 1⁄12th of— 6

‘‘(A) the applicable adult amount, in the 7

case that the eligible individual is the taxpayer 8

or the taxpayer’s spouse, 9

‘‘(B) the applicable adult amount, in the 10

case that the eligible individual is an adult de-11

pendent, and 12

‘‘(C) the applicable child amount, in the 13

case that the eligible individual is a child de-14

pendent. 15

‘‘(2) LIMITATION ON AGGREGATE AMOUNT.— 16

Notwithstanding paragraph (1), the aggregate 17

monthly limitations for the taxpayer and the tax-18

payer’s spouse and dependents for any month shall 19

not exceed 1⁄12th of the applicable aggregate amount. 20

‘‘(3) NO CREDIT FOR INELIGIBLE MONTHS.— 21

With respect to any individual, the monthly limita-22

tion shall be zero for any month for which such indi-23

vidual is not an eligible individual. 24
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‘‘(c) APPLICABLE AMOUNTS.—For purposes of this 1

section— 2

‘‘(1) APPLICABLE ADULT AMOUNT.—The term 3

‘applicable adult amount’ means $2,500. 4

‘‘(2) APPLICABLE CHILD AMOUNT.—The term 5

‘applicable child amount’ means $1,000. 6

‘‘(3) APPLICABLE AGGREGATE AMOUNT.—The 7

term ‘applicable aggregate amount’ means $5,000. 8

‘‘(d) ELIGIBLE INDIVIDUAL.—For purposes of this 9

section— 10

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘eligible indi-11

vidual’ means, with respect to any month, an indi-12

vidual who— 13

‘‘(A) is the taxpayer, the taxpayer’s 14

spouse, or the taxpayer’s dependent, and 15

‘‘(B) is covered under qualified health in-16

surance as of the 1st day of such month. 17

‘‘(2) COVERAGE UNDER MEDICARE, MEDICAID, 18

SCHIP, MILITARY COVERAGE.—The term ‘eligible in-19

dividual’ shall not include any individual for a month 20

if, as of the first day of such month, such individual 21

is— 22

‘‘(A) entitled to benefits under part A of 23

title XVIII of the Social Security Act or en-24

rolled under part B of such title, and the indi-25
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vidual is not a participant or beneficiary in a 1

group health plan or large group health plan 2

that is a primary plan (as defined in section 3

1862(b)(2)(A) of such Act), 4

‘‘(B) in the case of a State that has not 5

made the election described in section 6

1939(a)(1)(B) of the Social Security Act, en-7

rolled in the program under title XIX of such 8

Act (other than under section 1928 of such 9

Act), or 10

‘‘(C) entitled to benefits under chapter 55 11

of title 10, United States Code. 12

‘‘(3) IDENTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS.—The 13

term ‘eligible individual’ shall not include any indi-14

vidual for any month unless the policy number asso-15

ciated with the qualified refund eligible health insur-16

ance and the TIN of each eligible individual covered 17

under such health insurance for such month are in-18

cluded on the return of tax for the taxable year in 19

which such month occurs. 20

‘‘(4) PRISONERS.—The term ‘eligible individual’ 21

shall not include any individual for a month if, as 22

of the first day of such month, such individual is im-23

prisoned under Federal, State, or local authority. 24
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‘‘(5) ALIENS.—The term ‘eligible individual’ 1

shall not include any alien individual for a month if, 2

as of the first day of such month, such individual is 3

not a lawful permanent resident of the United 4

States. 5

‘‘(e) QUALIFIED HEALTH INSURANCE.—For pur-6

poses of this section, the term ‘qualified health insurance’ 7

means any insurance constituting medical care which (as 8

determined under regulations prescribed by the Secretary) 9

provides coverage for inpatient and outpatient care, emer-10

gency benefits, and physician care. Such term does not 11

include any insurance substantially all of the coverage of 12

which is coverage described in section 223(c)(1)(B). 13

‘‘(f) OTHER DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this sec-14

tion— 15

‘‘(1) DEPENDENT.—The term ‘dependent’ has 16

the meaning given such term by section 152 (deter-17

mined without regard to subsections (b)(1), (b)(2), 18

and (d)(1)(B) thereof). An individual who is a child 19

to whom section 152(e) applies shall be treated as 20

a dependent of the custodial parent for a coverage 21

month unless the custodial and noncustodial parent 22

agree otherwise. 23

‘‘(2) ADULT.—The term ‘adult’ means an indi-24

vidual who is not a child. 25
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‘‘(3) CHILD.—The term ‘child’ means a quali-1

fying child (as defined in section 152(c)). 2

‘‘(g) SPECIAL RULES.— 3

‘‘(1) COORDINATION WITH MEDICAL DEDUC-4

TION, ETC.—Any amount paid by a taxpayer for in-5

surance to which subsection (a) applies shall not be 6

taken into account in computing the amount allow-7

able to the taxpayer as a credit under section 35 or 8

as a deduction under section 213(a). 9

‘‘(2) MEDICAL AND HEALTH SAVINGS AC-10

COUNTS.—The credit allowed under subsection (a) 11

for any taxable year shall be reduced by the aggre-12

gate amount distributed from Archer MSAs (as de-13

fined in section 220(d)) and health savings accounts 14

(as defined in section 223(d)) which are excludable 15

from gross income for such taxable years by reason 16

of being used to pay premiums for coverage of an 17

eligible individual (as defined in section 25E(e)) 18

under qualified health insurance (as defined in sec-19

tion 25E(f)) for any month. 20

‘‘(3) DENIAL OF CREDIT TO DEPENDENTS.—No 21

credit shall be allowed under this section to any indi-22

vidual with respect to whom a deduction under sec-23

tion 151 is allowable to another taxpayer for a tax-24
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able year beginning in the calendar year in which 1

such individual’s taxable year begins. 2

‘‘(4) MARRIED COUPLES MUST FILE JOINT RE-3

TURN.— 4

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If the taxpayer is 5

married at the close of the taxable year, the 6

credit shall be allowed under subsection (a) only 7

if the taxpayer and his spouse file a joint return 8

for the taxable year. 9

‘‘(B) MARITAL STATUS; CERTAIN MARRIED 10

INDIVIDUALS LIVING APART.—Rules similar to 11

the rules of paragraphs (3) and (4) of section 12

21(e) shall apply for purposes of this para-13

graph. 14

‘‘(5) VERIFICATION OF COVERAGE, ETC.—No 15

credit shall be allowed under this section with re-16

spect to any individual unless such individual’s cov-17

erage (and such related information as the Secretary 18

may require) is verified in such manner as the Sec-19

retary may prescribe. 20

‘‘(6) INSURANCE WHICH COVERS OTHER INDI-21

VIDUALS; TREATMENT OF PAYMENTS.—Rules similar 22

to the rules of paragraphs (7) and (8) of section 23

35(g) shall apply for purposes of this section. 24

‘‘(h) COORDINATION WITH ADVANCE PAYMENTS.— 25
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‘‘(1) REDUCTION IN CREDIT FOR ADVANCE PAY-1

MENTS.—With respect to any taxable year, the 2

amount which would (but for this subsection) be al-3

lowed as a credit to the taxpayer under subsection 4

(a) shall be reduced (but not below zero) by the ag-5

gregate amount paid on behalf of such taxpayer 6

under section 7527A for months beginning in such 7

taxable year. 8

‘‘(2) RECAPTURE OF EXCESS ADVANCE PAY-9

MENTS.—If the aggregate amount paid on behalf of 10

the taxpayer under section 7527A for months begin-11

ning in the taxable year exceeds the sum of the 12

monthly limitations determined under subsection (b) 13

for the taxpayer and the taxpayer’s spouse and de-14

pendents for such months, then the tax imposed by 15

this chapter for such taxable year shall be increased 16

by the sum of— 17

‘‘(A) such excess, plus 18

‘‘(B) interest on such excess determined at 19

the underpayment rate established under sec-20

tion 6621 for the period from the date of the 21

payment under section 7527A to the date such 22

excess is paid. 23

For purposes of subparagraph (B), an equal part of 24

the aggregate amount of the excess shall be deemed 25
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to be attributable to payments made under section 1

7527A on the first day of each month beginning in 2

such taxable year, unless the taxpayer establishes 3

the date on which each such payment giving rise to 4

such excess occurred, in which case subparagraph 5

(B) shall be applied with respect to each date so es-6

tablished. 7

‘‘(i) ANNUAL INFLATION ADJUSTMENT.—In the case 8

of any taxable year beginning in a calendar year after 9

2009, each of the dollar amounts contained in subsection 10

(c) shall be annually increased by the annual inflation ad-11

justment determined under subparagraph (B) section 12

1809(c)(2) of the Social Security Act for such calendar 13

year. Any adjustment under the preceding sentence shall 14

be rounded in the manner described in subparagraph (A) 15

of such section.’’. 16

(b) ADVANCE PAYMENT OF CREDIT.—Chapter 77 17

(relating to miscellaneous provisions) of such Code is 18

amended by inserting after section 7527 the following new 19

section: 20

‘‘SEC. 7527A. ADVANCE PAYMENT OF QUALIFIED HEALTH 21

INSURANCE CREDIT. 22

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall establish a 23

program for making payments on behalf of individuals to 24
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providers of qualified health insurance (as defined in sec-1

tion 36(f)) for such individuals. 2

‘‘(b) LIMITATION.—The Secretary may make pay-3

ments under subsection (a) only to the extent that the Sec-4

retary determines that the amount of such payments made 5

on behalf of any taxpayer for any month does not exceed 6

the sum of the monthly limitations determined under sec-7

tion 36 for the taxpayer and taxpayer’s spouse and de-8

pendents for such month.’’. 9

(c) INFORMATION REPORTING.— 10

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subpart B of part III of 11

subchapter A of chapter 61 of such Code (relating 12

to information concerning transactions with other 13

persons) is amended by inserting after section 14

6050V the following new section: 15

‘‘SEC. 6050W. RETURNS RELATING TO QUALIFIED HEALTH 16

INSURANCE CREDIT. 17

‘‘(a) REQUIREMENT OF REPORTING.—Every person 18

who is entitled to receive payments for any month of any 19

calendar year under section 7527A (relating to advance 20

payment of qualified health insurance credit) with respect 21

to any individual shall, at such time as the Secretary may 22

prescribe, make the return described in subsection (b) with 23

respect to each such individual. 24
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‘‘(b) FORM AND MANNER OF RETURNS.—A return 1

is described in this subsection if such return— 2

‘‘(1) is in such form as the Secretary may pre-3

scribe, and 4

‘‘(2) contains, with respect to each individual 5

referred to in subsection (a)— 6

‘‘(A) the name, address, and TIN of each 7

such individual, 8

‘‘(B) the months for which amounts pay-9

ments under section 7527A were received, 10

‘‘(C) the amount of each such payment, 11

‘‘(D) the type of insurance coverage pro-12

vide by such person with respect to such indi-13

vidual and the policy number associated with 14

such coverage, 15

‘‘(E) the name, address, and TIN of the 16

spouse and each dependent covered under such 17

coverage, and 18

‘‘(F) such other information as the Sec-19

retary may prescribe. 20

‘‘(c) STATEMENTS TO BE FURNISHED TO INDIVID-21

UALS WITH RESPECT TO WHOM INFORMATION IS RE-22

QUIRED.—Every person required to make a return under 23

subsection (a) shall furnish to each individual whose name 24

ment showing— 2

‘‘(1) the name and address of the person re-3

quired to make such return and the phone number 4

of the information contact for such person, and 5

‘‘(2) the information required to be shown on 6

the return with respect to such individual. 7

The written statement required under the preceding sen-8

tence shall be furnished on or before January 31 of the 9

year following the calendar year for which the return 10

under subsection (a) is required to be made.

‘‘(2) CONTRIBUTION RATES MUST BE NON-11

DISCRIMINATORY.— 12

‘‘(A) The contribution rates for any par-13

ticipating small employer do not vary on the 14

basis of any health status-related factor in rela-15

tion to employees of such employer or their 16

beneficiaries and do not vary on the basis of the 17

type of business or industry in which such em-18

ployer is engaged. 19

‘‘(B) Nothing in this title or any other pro-20

vision of law shall be construed to preclude an 21

association health plan, or a health insurance 22

issuer offering health insurance coverage in 23

connection with an association health plan, 24

from— 25
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‘‘(i) setting contribution rates based 1

on the claims experience of the plan; or 2

‘‘(ii) varying contribution rates for 3

small employers in a State to the extent 4

an association health plan, or a health insurance issuer 23

offering health insurance coverage in connection with an 24

association health plan, from exercising its sole discretion 25
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in selecting the specific items and services consisting of 1

medical care to be included as benefits under such plan 2

or coverage, except (subject to section 514) in the case 3

of (1) any law to the extent that it is not preempted under 4

section 731(a)(1) with respect to matters governed by sec-5

tion 711, 712, or 713, or (2) any law of the State with 6

which filing and approval of a policy type offered by the 7

plan was initially obtained to the extent that such law pro-8

hibits an exclusion of a specific disease from such cov-9

erage.

may prescribe by regulation) provides for pay-25
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ment to the plan with respect to claims under 1

the plan in connection with a covered individual 2

in excess of an amount or amounts specified in 3

such contract in connection with such covered 4

‘‘(B) which is guaranteed renewable; and 6

‘‘(C) which allows for payment of pre-7

miums by any third party on behalf of the in-8

sured plan.

‘‘(h) INDEMNIFICATION INSURANCE.—For purposes 10

of this section, the term ‘indemnification insurance’ 11

means, in connection with an association health plan, a 12

‘‘(1) under which an insurer (meeting such min-14

imum standards as the applicable authority may pre-15

scribe by regulation) provides for payment to the 16

BUSINESS.—The States in which participants and 9

beneficiaries under the plan are to be located and 10

the number of them expected to be located in each 11

such State.

‘‘(3) BONDING REQUIREMENTS.—Evidence pro-13

vided by the board of trustees that the bonding re-14

quirements of section 412 will be met as of the date 15

of the application or (if later) commencement of op-16

erations. 17

‘‘(4) PLAN DOCUMENTS.—A copy of the docu-18

ments governing the plan (including any bylaws and 19

trust agreements), the summary plan description, 20

and other material describing the benefits that will 21

be provided to participants and beneficiaries under 22

the plan. 23

‘‘(5) AGREEMENTS WITH SERVICE PRO-24

VIDERS.—A copy of any agreements between the 25
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plan and contract administrators and other service 1

providers. 2

‘‘(6) FUNDING REPORT.—In the case of asso-3

ciation health plans providing benefits options in ad-4

dition to health insurance coverage, a report setting 5

forth information with respect to such additional 6

benefit options determined as of a date within the 7

120-day period ending with the date of the applica-8

tion, including the following: 9

‘‘(A) RESERVES.—A statement, certified 10

by the board of trustees of the plan, and a 11

statement of actuarial opinion, signed by a 12

qualified actuary, that all applicable require-13

ments of section 806 are or will be met in ac-14

cordance with regulations which the applicable 15

authority shall prescribe. 16

‘‘(B) ADEQUACY OF CONTRIBUTION 17

RATES.—A statement of actuarial opinion, 18

signed by a qualified actuary, which sets forth 19

a description of the extent to which contribution 20

rates are adequate to provide for the payment 21

of all obligations and the maintenance of re-22

quired reserves under the plan for the 12- 23

month period beginning with such date within 24

such 120-day period, taking into account the 25
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expected coverage and experience of the plan. If 1

the contribution rates are not fully adequate, 2

the statement of actuarial opinion shall indicate 3

the extent to which the rates are inadequate 4

and the changes needed to ensure adequacy. 5

‘‘(C) CURRENT AND PROJECTED VALUE OF 6

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES.—A statement of ac-7

tuarial opinion signed by a qualified actuary, 8

which sets forth the current value of the assets 9

and liabilities accumulated under the plan and 10

a projection of the assets, liabilities, income, 11

and expenses of the plan for the 12-month pe-12

riod referred to in subparagraph (B). The in-13

come statement shall identify separately the 14

plan’s administrative expenses and claims. 15

‘‘(D) COSTS OF COVERAGE TO BE 16

CHARGED AND OTHER EXPENSES.—A state-17

ment of the costs of coverage to be charged, in-18

cluding an itemization of amounts for adminis-19

tration, reserves, and other expenses associated 20

with the operation of the plan. 21

‘‘(E) OTHER INFORMATION.—Any other 22

information as may be determined by the appli-23

cable authority, by regulation, as necessary to 24

carry out the purposes of this part. 25
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‘‘(c) FILING NOTICE OF CERTIFICATION WITH 1

STATES.—A certification granted under this part to an 2

association health plan shall not be effective unless written 3

notice of such certification is filed with the applicable 4

State authority of each State in which at least 25 percent 5

of the participants and beneficiaries under the plan are 6

located. For purposes of this subsection, an individual 7

shall be considered to be located in the State in which a 8

known address of such individual is located or in which 9

such individual is employed. 10

‘‘(d) NOTICE OF MATERIAL CHANGES.—In the case 11

of any association health plan certified under this part, 12

descriptions of material changes in any information which 13

was required to be submitted with the application for the 14

certification under this part shall be filed in such form 15

and manner as shall be prescribed by the applicable au-16

thority by regulation. The applicable authority may re-17

quire by regulation prior notice of material changes with 18

respect to specified matters which might serve as the basis 19

for suspension or revocation of the certification. 20

‘‘(e) REPORTING REQUIREMENTS FOR CERTAIN AS-21

SOCIATION HEALTH PLANS.—An association health plan 22

certified under this part which provides benefit options in 23

addition to health insurance coverage for such plan year 24

shall meet the requirements of section 103 by filing an 25
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annual report under such section which shall include infor-1

mation described in subsection (b)(6) with respect to the 2

plan year and, notwithstanding section 104(a)(1)(A), shall 3

be filed with the applicable authority not later than 90 4

days after the close of the plan year (or on such later date 5

as may be prescribed by the applicable authority). The ap-6

plicable authority may require by regulation such interim 7

reports as it considers appropriate. 8

‘‘(f) ENGAGEMENT OF QUALIFIED ACTUARY.—The 9

board of trustees of each association health plan which 10

provides benefits options in addition to health insurance 11

coverage and which is applying for certification under this 12

part or is certified under this part shall engage, on behalf 13

of all participants and beneficiaries, a qualified actuary 14

who shall be responsible for the preparation of the mate-15

rials comprising information necessary to be submitted by 16

a qualified actuary under this part. The qualified actuary 17

shall utilize such assumptions and techniques as are nec-18

essary to enable such actuary to form an opinion as to 19

whether the contents of the matters reported under this 20

part— 21

‘‘(1) are in the aggregate reasonably related to 22

the experience of the plan and to reasonable expecta-23

tions; and 24
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‘‘(2) represent such actuary’s best estimate of 1

anticipated experience under the plan. 2

The opinion by the qualified actuary shall be made with 3

respect to, and shall be made a part of, the annual report.

‘‘SEC. 808. NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR VOLUNTARY TER-5

MINATION. 6

‘‘Except as provided in section 809(b), an association 7

health plan which is or has been certified under this part 8

may terminate (upon or at any time after cessation of ac-9

cruals in benefit liabilities) only if the board of trustees, 10

not less than 60 days before the proposed termination 11

date— 12

‘‘(1) provides to the participants and bene-13

ficiaries a written notice of intent to terminate stat-14

ing that such termination is intended and the pro-15

posed termination date; 16

health insurance coverage shall continue to meet the re-6

quirements of section 806, irrespective of whether such 7

certification continues in effect. The board of trustees of 8

such plan shall determine quarterly whether the require-9

ments of section 806 are met.

established or maintained for the purpose of offering or 12

providing any benefit described in section 3(1) to employ-13

ees or their beneficiaries as— 14

‘‘(1) being an association health plan which has 15

been certified under part 8; 16

‘‘(2) having been established or maintained 17

under or pursuant to one or more collective bar-18

gaining agreements which are reached pursuant to 19

collective bargaining described in section 8(d) of the 20

National Labor Relations Act (29 U.S.C. 158(d)) or 21

paragraph Fourth of section 2 of the Railway Labor 22

Act (45 U.S.C. 152, paragraph Fourth) or which are 23

reached pursuant to labor-management negotiations 24
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under similar provisions of State public employee re-1

lations laws; or 2

‘‘(3) being a plan or arrangement described in 3

section 3(40)(A)(i), 4

shall, upon conviction, be imprisoned not more than 5 5

years, be fined under title 18, United States Code, or 6

both.’’. 7

(2) CEASE ACTIVITIES ORDERS.—Section 502 8

of such Act (29 U.S.C. 1132) is amended by adding 9

at the end the following new subsection: 10

‘‘(n) ASSOCIATION HEALTH PLAN CEASE AND DE-11

SIST ORDERS.— 12

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraph (2), 13

upon application by the Secretary showing the oper-14

ation, promotion, or marketing of an association 15

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(3) RESPONSIBILITY FOR CLAIMS PROCE-1

following new subsection: 5

(d) COOPERATION BETWEEN FEDERAL AND STATE 12

AUTHORITIES.—Section 506 of the Employee Retirement 13

title)) by the arrangement of an application for 21

certification of the arrangement under part 8 of 22

subtitle B of title I of such Act— 23
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(i) such arrangement shall be deemed 1

to be a group health plan for purposes of 2

title I of such Act; 3

(ii) the requirements of sections 4

801(a) and 803(a) of the Employee Retire-5

ment Income Security Act of 1974 shall be 6

deemed met with respect to such arrange-7

ment; 8

(iii) the requirements of section 9

803(b) of such Act shall be deemed met, if 10

the arrangement is operated by a board of 11

directors which— 12

(I) is elected by the participating 13

employers, with each employer having 14

one vote; and 15

(II) has complete fiscal control 16

over the arrangement and which is re-17

sponsible for all operations of the ar-18

rangement; 19

(iv) the requirements of section 20

804(a) of such Act shall be deemed met 21

with respect to such arrangement; and 22

(v) the arrangement may be certified 23

by any applicable authority with respect to 24

its operations in any State only if it oper-25
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ates in such State on the date of certifi-1

cation. 2

The provisions of this subparagraph shall cease 3

to apply with respect to any such arrangement 4

at such time after the date of the enactment of 5

this Act as the applicable requirements of this 6

subparagraph are not met with respect to such 7

arrangement. 8

(B) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this 9

paragraph, the terms ‘‘group health plan’’, 10

‘‘medical care’’, and ‘‘participating employer’’ 11

shall have the meanings provided in section 812 12

of the Employee Retirement Income Security 13

Act of 1974, except that the reference in para-14

graph (7) of such section to an ‘‘association 15

health plan’’ shall be deemed a reference to an 16

arrangement referred to in this paragraph. 17

Subtitle C—Health Care Services 18

Commission 19

PART 1—ESTABLISHMENT AND GENERAL DUTIES 20

SEC. 121. ESTABLISHMENT. 21

(a) IN GENERAL.—There is hereby established a 22

Health Care Services Commission (in this subtitle referred 23

to as the ‘‘Commission’’) to be composed of five commis-24

sioners (in this subtitle referred to as the ‘‘Commis-25
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sioners’’) to be appointed by the President by and with 1

the advice and consent of the Senate. Not more than three 2

of such commissioners shall be members of the same polit-3

ical party, and in making appointments members of dif-4

ferent political parties shall be appointed alternately as 5

nearly as may be practicable. No commissioner shall en-6

gage in any other business, vocation, or employment than 7

that of serving as commissioner. Each commissioner shall 8

hold office for a term of five years and until his successor 9

is appointed and has qualified, except that he shall not 10

so continue to serve beyond the expiration of the next ses-11

sion of Congress subsequent to the expiration of said fixed 12

term of office, and except (1) any commissioner appointed 13

to fill a vacancy occurring prior to the expiration of the 14

term for which his predecessor was appointed shall be ap-15

pointed for the remainder of such term, and (2) the terms 16

of office of the commissioners first taking office after the 17

enactment of this subtitle shall expire as designated by 18

the President at the time of nomination, one at the end 19

of one year, one at the end of two years, one at the end 20

of three years, one at the end of four years, and one at 21

the end of five years, after the date of the enactment of 22

this Act. 23

(b) PURPOSE.—The purpose of the Commission is to 24

enhance the quality, appropriateness, and effectiveness of 25
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health care services, and access to such services, through 1

the establishment of a broad base of scientific research 2

and through the promotion of improvements in clinical 3

practice and in the organization, financing, and delivery 4

of health care services. 5

(c) APPOINTMENT OF CHAIRMAN.—The President 6

shall, from among the Commissioners appointed under 7

subsection (a), designate an individual to serve as the 8

Chairman of the Commission. 9

SEC. 122. GENERAL AUTHORITIES AND DUTIES. 10

(a) IN GENERAL.—In carrying out section 121(b), 11

the Commissioners shall conduct and support research, 12

demonstration projects, evaluations, training, guideline de-13

velopment, and the dissemination of information, on 14

health care services and on systems for the delivery of 15

such services, including activities with respect to— 16

(1) the effectiveness, efficiency, and quality of 17

health care services; 18

(2) subject to subsection (d), the outcomes of 19

health care services and procedures; 20

(3) clinical practice, including primary care and 21

practice-oriented research; 22

(4) health care technologies, facilities, and 23

equipment; 24
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(5) health care costs, productivity, and market 1

forces; 2

(6) health promotion and disease prevention; 3

(7) health statistics and epidemiology; and 4

(8) medical liability. 5

(b) REQUIREMENTS WITH RESPECT TO RURAL 6

AREAS AND UNDERSERVED POPULATIONS.—In carrying 7

out subsection (a), the Commissioners shall undertake and 8

support research, demonstration projects, and evaluations 9

with respect to— 10

(1) the delivery of health care services in rural 11

areas (including frontier areas); and 12

(2) the health of low-income groups, minority 13

groups, and the elderly. 14

SEC. 123. DISSEMINATION. 15

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Commissioners shall— 16

(1) promptly publish, make available, and oth-17

erwise disseminate, in a form understandable and on 18

as broad a basis as practicable so as to maximize its 19

use, the results of research, demonstration projects, 20

and evaluations conducted or supported under this 21

subtitle and the guidelines, standards, and review 22

criteria developed under this subtitle; 23
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(2) promptly make available to the public data 1

developed in such research, demonstration projects, 2

and evaluations; and 3

(3) as appropriate, provide technical assistance 4

to State and local government and health agencies 5

and conduct liaison activities to such agencies to fos-6

ter dissemination. 7

(b) PROHIBITION AGAINST RESTRICTIONS.—Except 8

as provided in subsection (c), the Commissioners may not 9

restrict the publication or dissemination of data from, or 10

the results of, projects conducted or supported under this 11

subtitle. 12

(c) LIMITATION ON USE OF CERTAIN INFORMA-13

TION.—No information, if an establishment or person sup-14

plying the information or described in it is identifiable, 15

obtained in the course of activities undertaken or sup-16

ported under this subtitle may be used for any purpose 17

other than the purpose for which it was supplied unless 18

such establishment or person has consented (as deter-19

mined under regulations of the Secretary) to its use for 20

such other purpose. Such information may not be pub-21

lished or released in other form if the person who supplied 22

the information or who is described in it is identifiable 23

unless such person has consented (as determined under 24
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regulations of the Secretary) to its publication or release 1

in other form. 2

(d) CERTAIN INTERAGENCY AGREEMENT.—The 3

Commissioners and the Director of the National Library 4

of Medicine shall enter into an agreement providing for 5

the implementation of subsection (a)(1). 6

PART 2—FORUM FOR QUALITY AND 7

EFFECTIVENESS IN HEALTH CARE 8

SEC. 131. ESTABLISHMENT OF OFFICE. 9

There is established within the Commission an office 10

to be known as the Office of the Forum for Quality and 11

Effectiveness in Health Care. The office shall be headed 12

by a director (referred to in this subtitle as the ‘‘Direc-13

tor’’), who shall be appointed by the Commissioners. 14

SEC. 132. MEMBERSHIP. 15

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Office of the Forum for Qual-16

ity and Effectiveness in Health Care shall be composed 17

of 15 individuals nominated by private sector health care 18

organizations and appointed by the Commission and shall 19

include representation from at least the following: 20

(1) Health insurance industry. 21

(2) Health care provider groups. 22

(3) Non-profit organizations. 23

(4) Rural health organizations. 24

(b) TERMS.— 25
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in sub-1

paragraph (B), members of the Office of the Forum 2

for Quality and Effectiveness in Health Care shall 3

serve for a term of 5 years. 4

(2) STAGGERED ROTATION.—Of the members 5

first appointed to the Office of the Forum for Qual-6

ity and Effectiveness in Health Care, the Commis-7

sion shall appoint 5 members to serve for a term of 8

2 years, 5 members to serve for a term of 3 years, 9

and 5 members to serve for a term of 4 years. 10

(c) TREATMENT OF OTHER EMPLOYMENT.—Each 11

member of the Office of the Forum for Quality and Effec-12

tiveness in Health Care shall serve the Office independ-13

ently from any other position of employment. 14

SEC. 133. DUTIES. 15

(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF FORUM PROGRAM.—The 16

Commissioners, acting through the Director, shall estab-17

lish a program to be known as the Forum for Quality and 18

Effectiveness in Health Care. For the purpose of pro-19

moting transparency in price, quality, appropriateness, 20

and effectiveness of health care, the Director, using the 21

process set forth in section 134, shall arrange for the de-22

velopment and periodic review and updating of standards 23

of quality, performance measures, and medical review cri-24

teria through which health care providers and other appro-25
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priate entities may assess or review the provision of health 1

care and assure the quality of such care. 2

(b) CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS.—Guidelines, stand-3

ards, performance measures, and review criteria under 4

subsection (a) shall— 5

(1) be based on the best available research and 6

professional judgment regarding the effectiveness 7

and appropriateness of health care services and pro-8

cedures; and 9

(2) be presented in formats appropriate for use 10

by physicians, health care practitioners, providers, 11

medical educators, and medical review organizations 12

and in formats appropriate for use by consumers of 13

health care. 14

(c) AUTHORITY FOR CONTRACTS.—In carrying out 15

this part, the Director may enter into contracts with pub-16

lic or nonprofit private entities. 17

(d) PUBLIC DISCLOSURE OF RECOMMENDATIONS.— 18

For each fiscal year beginning with 2010, the Director 19

shall make publicly available the following: 20

(1) quarterly reports for public comment that 21

include proposed recommendations for guidelines, 22

standards, performance measures, and review cri-23

teria under subsection (a) and any updates to such 24
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guidelines, standards, performance measures, and 1

review criteria; and 2

(2) after consideration of such comments, a 3

final report that contains final recommendations for 4

such guidelines, standards, performance measures, 5

review criteria, and updates. 6

(e) DATE CERTAIN FOR INITIAL GUIDELINES AND 7

STANDARDS.—The Commissioners, by not later than Jan-8

uary 1, 2012, shall assure the development of an initial 9

set of guidelines, standards, performance measures, and 10

review criteria under subsection (a). 11

SEC. 134. ADOPTION AND ENFORCEMENT OF GUIDELINES 12

AND STANDARDS. 13

(a) ADOPTION OF RECOMMENDATIONS OF FORUM 14

FOR QUALITY AND EFFECTIVENESS IN HEALTH CARE.— 15

For each fiscal year, the Commissioners shall adopt the 16

recommendations made for such year in the final report 17

under subsection (d)(2) of section 133 for guidelines, 18

standards, performance measures, and review criteria de-19

scribed in subsection (a) of such section. 20

(b) ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITY.—The Commis-21

sioners , in consultation with the Secretary of Health and 22

Human Services, have the authority to make recommenda-23

tions to the Secretary to enforce compliance of health care 24

providers with the guidelines, standards, performance 25
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measures, and review criteria adopted under subsection 1

(a). Such recommendations may include the following, 2

with respect to a health care provider who is not in compli-3

ance with such guidelines, standards, measures, and cri-4

teria: 5

(1) Exclusion from participation in Federal 6

health care programs (as defined in section 7

1128B(f) of the Social Security Act). 8

(2) Imposition of a civil money penalty on such 9

provider. 10

SEC. 135. ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS. 11

(a) PROGRAM AGENDA.—The Commissioners shall 12

provide for an agenda for the development of the guide-13

lines, standards, performance measures, and review cri-14

teria described in section 133(a), including with respect 15

to the standards, performance measures, and review cri-16

teria, identifying specific aspects of health care for which 17

the standards, performance measures, and review criteria 18

are to be developed and those that are to be given priority 19

in the development of the standards, performance meas-20

ures, and review criteria. 21

PART 3—GENERAL PROVISIONS 22

SEC. 141. CERTAIN ADMINISTRATIVE AUTHORITIES. 23

The Commissioners, in carrying out this subtitle, may 24

accept voluntary and uncompensated services. 25
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SEC. 142. FUNDING. 1

For the purpose of carrying out this subtitle, there 2

are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be 3

necessary for fiscal years 2010 through 2014. 4

SEC. 143. DEFINITIONS. 5

For purposes of this subtitle: 6

(1) The term ‘‘Commissioners’’ means the Com-7

missioners of the Health Care Services Commission. 8

(2) The term ‘‘Commission’’ means the Health 9

Care Services Commission. 10

(3) The term ‘‘Director’’ means the Director of 11

the Office of the Forum for Quality and Effective-12

ness in Health Care. 13

(4) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary 14

of Health and Human Services. 15

PART 4—TERMINATIONS AND TRANSITION 16

SEC. 151. TERMINATION OF AGENCY FOR HEALTHCARE RE-17

SEARCH AND QUALITY. 18

As of the date of the enactment of this Act, the Agen-19

cy for Healthcare Research and Quality is terminated, and 20

title IX of the Public Health Service Act is repealed. 21

SEC. 152. TRANSITION. 22

All orders, grants, contracts, privileges, and other de-23

terminations or actions of the Agency for Healthcare Re-24

search and Quality that are effective as of the date before 25

the date of the enactment of this Act, shall be transferred 26
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to the Secretary and shall continue in effect according to 1

their terms unless changed pursuant to law. 2

PART 5—INDEPENDENT HEALTH RECORD TRUST 3

SEC. 161. SHORT TITLE OF PART. 4

This part may be cited as the ‘‘Independent Health 5

Record Trust Act of 2008’’. 6

SEC. 162. PURPOSE. 7

It is the purpose of this part ct to provide for the 8

establishment of a nationwide health information tech-9

nology network that— 10

(1) improves health care quality, reduces med-11

ical errors, increases the efficiency of care, and ad-12

vances the delivery of appropriate, evidence-based 13

health care services; 14

(2) promotes wellness, disease prevention, and 15

the management of chronic illnesses by increasing 16

the availability and transparency of information re-17

lated to the health care needs of an individual; 18

(3) ensures that appropriate information nec-19

essary to make medical decisions is available in a us-20

able form at the time and in the location that the 21

medical service involved is provided; 22

(4) produces greater value for health care ex-23

penditures by reducing health care costs that result 24
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from inefficiency, medical errors, inappropriate care, 1

and incomplete information; 2

(5) promotes a more effective marketplace, 3

greater competition, greater systems analysis, in-4

creased choice, enhanced quality, and improved out-5

comes in health care services; 6

(6) improves the coordination of information 7

and the provision of such services through an effec-8

tive infrastructure for the secure and authorized ex-9

change and use of health information; and 10

(7) ensures that the health information privacy, 11

security, and confidentiality of individually identifi-12

able health information is protected. 13

SEC. 163. DEFINITIONS. 14

In this part: 15

(1) ACCESS.—The term ‘‘access’’ means, with 16

respect to an electronic health record, entering infor-17

mation into such account as well as retrieving infor-18

mation from such account. 19

(2) ACCOUNT.—The term ‘‘account’’ means an 20

electronic health record of an individual contained in 21

an independent health record trust. 22

(3) AFFIRMATIVE CONSENT.—The term ‘‘af-23

firmative consent’’ means, with respect to an elec-24

tronic health record of an individual contained in an 25
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IHRT, express consent given by the individual for 1

the use of such record in response to a clear and 2

conspicuous request for such consent or at the indi-3

vidual’s own initiative. 4

(4) AUTHORIZED EHR DATA USER.—The term 5

‘‘authorized EHR data user’’ means, with respect to 6

an electronic health record of an IHRT participant 7

contained as part of an IHRT, any entity (other 8

than the participant) authorized (in the form of af-9

firmative consent) by the participant to access the 10

electronic health record. 11

(5) CONFIDENTIALITY.—The term ‘‘confiden-12

tiality’’ means, with respect to individually identifi-13

able health information of an individual, the obliga-14

tion of those who receive such information to respect 15

the health information privacy of the individual. 16

(6) ELECTRONIC HEALTH RECORD.—The term 17

‘‘electronic health record’’ means a longitudinal col-18

lection of information concerning a single individual, 19

including medical records and personal health infor-20

mation, that is stored electronically. 21

(7) HEALTH INFORMATION PRIVACY.—The 22

term ‘‘health information privacy’’ means, with re-23

spect to individually identifiable health information 24

of an individual, the right of such individual to con-25
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trol the acquisition, uses, or disclosures of such in-1

formation. 2

(8) HEALTH PLAN.—The term ‘‘health plan’’ 3

means a group health plan (as defined in section 4

2208(1) of the Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 5

300bb–8(1))) as well as a plan that offers health in-6

surance coverage in the individual market. 7

(9) HIPAA PRIVACY REGULATIONS.—The term 8

‘‘HIPAA privacy regulations’’ means the regulations 9

promulgated under section 264(c) of the Health In-10

surance Portability and Accountability Act of 1996 11

(42 U.S.C. 1320d–2 note). 12

(10) INDEPENDENT HEALTH RECORD TRUST; 13

IHRT.—The terms ‘‘independent health record trust’’ 14

and ‘‘IHRT’’ mean a legal arrangement under the 15

administration of an IHRT operator that meets the 16

requirements of this part with respect to electronic 17

health records of individuals participating in the 18

trust or IHRT. 19

(11) IHRT OPERATOR.—The term ‘‘IHRT op-20

erator’’ means, with respect to an IHRT, the organi-21

zation that is responsible for the administration and 22

operation of the IHRT in accordance with this part. 23

(12) IHRT PARTICIPANT.—The term ‘‘IHRT 24

participant’’ means, with respect to an IHRT, an in-25
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dividual who has a participation agreement in effect 1

with respect to the maintenance of the individual’s 2

electronic health record by the IHRT. 3

(13) INDIVIDUALLY IDENTIFIABLE HEALTH IN-4

FORMATION.—The term ‘‘individually identifiable 5

health information’’ has the meaning given such 6

term in section 1171(6) of the Social Security Act 7

(42 U.S.C. 1320d(6)). 8

(14) SECURITY.—The term ‘‘security’’ means, 9

with respect to individually identifiable health infor-10

mation of an individual, the physical, technological, 11

or administrative safeguards or tools used to protect 12

such information from unwarranted access or disclo-13

sure. 14

SEC. 164. ESTABLISHMENT, CERTIFICATION, AND MEMBER-15

SHIP OF INDEPENDENT HEALTH RECORD 16

TRUSTS. 17

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—Not later than one year after 18

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Federal Trade 19

Commission, in consultation with the National Committee 20

on Vital and Health Statistics, shall prescribe standards 21

for the establishment, certification, operation, and inter-22

operability of IHRTs to carry out the purposes described 23

in section 162 in accordance with the provisions of this 24

part. 25
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(b) CERTIFICATION.— 1

(1) CERTIFICATION BY FTC.—The Federal 2

Trade Commission shall provide for the certification 3

of IHRTs. No IHRT may be certified unless the 4

IHRT is determined to meet the standards for cer-5

tification established under subsection (a). 6

(2) DECERTIFICATION.—The Federal Trade 7

Commission shall establish a process for the revoca-8

tion of certification of an IHRT under this section 9

in the case that the IHRT violates the standards es-10

tablished under subsection (a). 11

(c) MEMBERSHIP.— 12

(1) IN GENERAL.—To be eligible to be a partic-13

ipant in an IHRT, an individual shall— 14

(A) submit to the IHRT information as re-15

quired by the IHRT to establish an electronic 16

health record with the IHRT; and 17

(B) enter into a privacy protection agree-18

ment described in section 166(b)(1) with the 19

IHRT. 20

The process to determine eligibility of an individual 21

under this subsection shall allow for the establish-22

ment by such individual of an electronic health 23

record as expeditiously as possible if such individual 24

is determined so eligible. 25
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(2) NO LIMITATION ON MEMBERSHIP.—Nothing 1

in this subsection shall be construed to permit an 2

IHRT to restrict membership, including on the basis 3

of health condition. 4

SEC. 165. DUTIES OF IHRT TO IHRT PARTICIPANTS. 5

(a) FIDUCIARY DUTY OF IHRT; PENALTIES FOR 6

VIOLATIONS OF FIDUCIARY DUTY.— 7

(1) FIDUCIARY DUTY.—With respect to the 8

electronic health record of an IHRT participant 9

maintained by an IHRT, the IHRT shall have a fi-10

duciary duty to act for the benefit and in the inter-11

ests of such participant and of the IHRT as a whole. 12

Such duty shall include obtaining the affirmative 13

consent of such participant prior to the release of in-14

formation in such participant’s electronic health 15

record in accordance with the requirements of this 16

part. 17

(2) PENALTIES.—If the IHRT knowingly or 18

recklessly breaches the fiduciary duty described in 19

paragraph (1), the IHRT shall be subject to the fol-20

lowing penalties: 21

(A) Loss of certification of the IHRT. 22

(B) A fine that is not in excess of $50,000. 23

(C) A term of imprisonment for the indi-24

viduals involved of not more than 5 years. 25
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(b) ELECTRONIC HEALTH RECORD DEEMED TO BE 1

HELD IN TRUST BY IHRT.—With respect to an indi-2

vidual, an electronic health record maintained by an IHRT 3

shall be deemed to be held in trust by the IHRT for the 4

benefit of the individual and the IHRT shall have no legal 5

or equitable interest in such electronic health record. 6

SEC. 166. AVAILABILITY AND USE OF INFORMATION FROM 7

RECORDS IN IHRT CONSISTENT WITH PRI-8

VACY PROTECTIONS AND AGREEMENTS. 9

(a) PROTECTED ELECTRONIC HEALTH RECORDS 10

USE AND ACCESS.— 11

(1) GENERAL RIGHTS REGARDING USES OF IN-12

FORMATION.— 13

(A) IN GENERAL.—With respect to the 14

electronic health record of an IHRT participant 15

maintained by an IHRT, subject to paragraph 16

(2)(C), primary uses and secondary uses (de-17

scribed in subparagraphs (B) and (C), respec-18

tively) of information within such record (other 19

than by such participant) shall be permitted 20

only upon the authorization of such use, prior 21

to such use, by such participant. 22

(B) PRIMARY USES.—For purposes of sub-23

paragraph (A) and with respect to an electronic 24

health record of an individual, a primary use is 25
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a use for purposes of the individual’s self-care 1

or care by health care professionals. 2

(C) SECONDARY USES.—For purposes of 3

subparagraph (B) and with respect to an elec-4

tronic health record of an individual, a sec-5

ondary use is any use not described in subpara-6

graph (B) and includes a use for purposes of 7

public health research or other related activi-8

ties. Additional authorization is required for a 9

secondary use extending beyond the original 10

purpose of the secondary use authorized by the 11

IHRT participant involved. Nothing in this 12

paragraph shall be construed as requiring au-13

thorization for every secondary use that is with-14

in the authorized original purpose. 15

(2) RULES FOR PRIMARY USE OF RECORDS FOR 16

HEALTH CARE PURPOSES.—With respect to the elec-17

tronic health record of an IHRT participant (or 18

specified parts of such electronic health record) 19

maintained by an IHRT standards for access to 20

such record shall provide for the following: 21

(A) ACCESS BY IHRT PARTICIPANTS TO 22

THEIR ELECTRONIC HEALTH RECORDS.— 23

(i) OWNERSHIP.—The participant 24

maintains ownership over the entire elec-25
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tronic health record (and all portions of 1

such record) and shall have the right to 2

electronically access and review the con-3

tents of the entire record (and any portion 4

of such record) at any time, in accordance 5

with this subparagraph. 6

(ii) ADDITION OF PERSONAL INFOR-7

MATION.—The participant may add per-8

sonal health information to the health 9

record of that participant, except that such 10

participant shall not alter information that 11

is entered into the electronic health record 12

by any authorized EHR data user. Such 13

participant shall have the right to propose 14

an amendment to information that is en-15

tered by an authorized EHR data user 16

pursuant to standards prescribed by the 17

Federal Trade Commission for purposes of 18

amending such information. 19

(iii) IDENTIFICATION OF INFORMA-20

TION ENTERED BY PARTICIPANT.—Any ad-21

ditions or amendments made by the partic-22

ipant to the health record shall be identi-23

fied and disclosed within such record as 24

being made by such participant. 25
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(B) ACCESS BY ENTITIES OTHER THAN 1

IHRT PARTICIPANT.— 2

(i) AUTHORIZED ACCESS ONLY.—Ex-3

cept as provided under subparagraph (C) 4

and paragraph (4), access to the electronic 5

health record (or any portion of the 6

record)— 7

(I) may be made only by author-8

ized EHR data users and only to such 9

portions of the record as specified by 10

the participant; and 11

(II) may be limited by the partic-12

ipant for purposes of entering infor-13

mation into such record, retrieving in-14

formation from such record, or both. 15

(ii) IDENTIFICATION OF ENTITY THAT 16

ENTERS INFORMATION.—Any information 17

that is added by an authorized EHR data 18

user to the health record shall be identified 19

and disclosed within such record as being 20

made by such user. 21

(iii) SATISFACTION OF HIPAA PRIVACY 22

REGULATIONS.—In the case of a record of 23

a covered entity (as defined for purposes of 24

HIPAA privacy regulations), with respect 25
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to an individual, if such individual is an 1

IHRT participant with an independent 2

health record trust and such covered entity 3

is an authorized EHR data user, the re-4

quirement under the HIPAA privacy regu-5

lations for such entity to provide the 6

record to the participant shall be deemed 7

met if such entity, without charge to the 8

IHRT or the participant— 9

(I) forwards to the trust an ap-10

propriately formatted electronic copy 11

of the record (and updates to such 12

records) for inclusion in the electronic 13

health record of the participant main-14

tained by the trust; 15

(II) enters such record into the 16

electronic health record of the partici-17

pant so maintained; or 18

(III) otherwise makes such 19

record available for electronic access 20

by the IHRT or the individual in a 21

manner that permits such record to 22

be included in the account of the indi-23

vidual contained in the IHRT. 24
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(iv) NOTIFICATION OF SENSITIVE IN-1

FORMATION.—Any information, with re-2

spect to the participant, that is sensitive 3

information, as specified by the Federal 4

Trade Commission, shall not be forwarded 5

or entered by an authorized EHR data 6

user into the electronic health record of the 7

participant maintained by the trust unless 8

the user certifies that the participant has 9

been notified of such information. 10

(C) DEEMED AUTHORIZATION FOR ACCESS 11

FOR EMERGENCY HEALTH CARE.— 12

(i) FINDINGS.—Congress finds that— 13

(I) given the size and nature of 14

visits to emergency departments in 15

the United States, readily available 16

health information could make the dif-17

ference between life and death; and 18

(II) because of the case mix and 19

volume of patients treated, emergency 20

departments are well positioned to 21

provide information for public health 22

surveillance, community risk assess-23

ment, research, education, training, 24

quality improvement, and other uses. 25
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(ii) USE OF INFORMATION.—With re-1

spect to the electronic health record of an 2

IHRT participant (or specified parts of 3

such electronic health record) maintained 4

by an IHRT, the participant shall be 5

deemed as providing authorization (in the 6

form of affirmative consent) for health 7

care providers to access, in connection with 8

providing emergency care services to the 9

participant, a limited, authenticated infor-10

mation set concerning the participant for 11

emergency response purposes, unless the 12

participant specifies that such information 13

set (or any portion of such information 14

set) may not be so accessed. Such limited 15

information set may include information— 16

(I) patient identification data, as 17

determined appropriate by the partici-18

pant; 19

(II) provider identification that 20

includes the use of unique provider 21

identifiers; 22

(III) payment information; 23
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(IV) information related to the 1

individual’s vitals, allergies, and medi-2

cation history; 3

(V) information related to exist-4

ing chronic problems and active clin-5

ical conditions of the participant; and 6

(VI) information concerning 7

physical examinations, procedures, re-8

sults, and diagnosis data. 9

(3) RULES FOR SECONDARY USES OF RECORDS 10

FOR RESEARCH AND OTHER PURPOSES.— 11

(A) IN GENERAL.—With respect to the 12

electronic health record of an IHRT participant 13

(or specified parts of such electronic health 14

record) maintained by an IHRT, the IHRT 15

may sell such record (or specified parts of such 16

record) only if— 17

(i) the transfer is authorized by the 18

participant pursuant to an agreement be-19

tween the participant and the IHRT and is 20

in accordance with the privacy protection 21

agreement described in subsection (b)(1) 22

entered into between such participant and 23

such IHRT; 24
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(ii) such agreement includes param-1

eters with respect to the disclosure of in-2

formation involved and a process for the 3

authorization of the further disclosure of 4

information in such record; 5

(iii) the information involved is to be 6

used for research or other activities only as 7

provided for in the agreement; 8

(iv) the recipient of the information 9

provides assurances that the information 10

will not be further transferred or reused in 11

violation of such agreement; and 12

(v) the transfer otherwise meets the 13

requirements and standards prescribed by 14

the Federal Trade Commission. 15

(B) TREATMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH RE-16

PORTING.—Nothing in this paragraph shall be 17

construed as prohibiting or limiting the use of 18

health care information of an individual, includ-19

ing an individual who is an IHRT participant, 20

for public health reporting (or other research) 21

purposes prior to the inclusion of such informa-22

tion in an electronic health record maintained 23

by an IHRT. 24
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(4) LAW ENFORCEMENT CLARIFICATION.— 1

Nothing in this part shall prevent an IHRT from 2

disclosing information contained in an electronic 3

health record maintained by the IHRT when re-4

quired for purposes of a lawful investigation or offi-5

cial proceeding inquiring into a violation of, or fail-6

ure to comply with, any criminal or civil statute or 7

any regulation, rule, or order issued pursuant to 8

such a statute. 9

(5) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this 10

section shall be construed to require a health care 11

provider that does not utilize electronic methods or 12

appropriate levels of health information technology 13

on the date of the enactment of this Act to adopt 14

such electronic methods or technology as a require-15

ment for participation or compliance under this part. 16

(b) PRIVACY PROTECTION AGREEMENT; TREATMENT 17

OF STATE PRIVACY AND SECURITY LAWS.— 18

(1) PRIVACY PROTECTION AGREEMENT.—A pri-19

vacy protection agreement described in this sub-20

section is an agreement, with respect to an electronic 21

health record of an IHRT participant to be main-22

tained by an independent health record trust, be-23

tween the participant and the trust— 24
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(A) that is consistent with the standards 1

described in subsection (a)(2); 2

(B) under which the participant specifies 3

the portions of the record that may be accessed, 4

under what circumstances such portions may be 5

accessed, any authorizations for indicated au-6

thorized EHR data users to access information 7

contained in the record, and the purposes for 8

which the information (or portions of the infor-9

mation) in the record may be used; 10

(C) which provides a process for the au-11

thorization of the transfer of information con-12

tained in the record to a third party, including 13

for the sale of such information for purposes of 14

research, by an authorized EHR data user and 15

reuse of such information by such third party, 16

including a provision requiring that such trans-17

fer and reuse is not in violation of any privacy 18

or transfer restrictions placed by the partici-19

pant on the independent health record of such 20

participant; and 21

(D) under which the trust provides assur-22

ances that the trust will not transfer, disclose, 23

or provide access to the record (or any portion 24

of the record) in violation of the parameters es-25
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tablished in the agreement or to any person or 1

entity who has not agreed to use and transfer 2

such record (or portion of such record) in ac-3

cordance with such agreement. 4

(2) TREATMENT OF STATE LAWS.— 5

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided 6

under subparagraph (B), the provisions of a 7

privacy protection agreement entered into be-8

tween an IHRT and an IHRT participant shall 9

preempt any provision of State law (or any 10

State regulation) relating to the privacy and 11

confidentiality of individually identifiable health 12

information or to the security of such health in-13

formation. 14

(B) EXCEPTION FOR PRIVILEGED INFOR-15

MATION.—The provisions of a privacy protec-16

tion agreement shall not preempt any provision 17

of State law (or any State regulation) that rec-18

ognizes privileged communications between phy-19

sicians, health care practitioners, and patients 20

of such physicians or health care practitioners, 21

respectively. 22

(C) STATE DEFINED.—For purposes of 23

this section, the term ‘‘State’’ has the meaning 24

given such term when used in title XI of the 25
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Social Security Act, as provided under section 1

1101(a) of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1301(a)). 2

SEC. 167. VOLUNTARY NATURE OF TRUST PARTICIPATION 3

AND INFORMATION SHARING. 4

(a) IN GENERAL.—Participation in an independent 5

health record trust, or authorizing access to information 6

from such a trust, is voluntary. No employer, health insur-7

ance issuer, group health plan, health care provider, or 8

other person may require, as a condition of employment, 9

issuance of a health insurance policy, coverage under a 10

group health plan, the provision of health care services, 11

payment for such services, or otherwise, that an individual 12

participate in, or authorize access to information from, an 13

independent health record trust. 14

(b) ENFORCEMENT.—The penalties provided for in 15

subsection (a) of section 1177 of the Social Security Act 16

(42 U.S.C. 1320d–6) shall apply to a violation of sub-17

section (a) in the same manner as such penalties apply 18

to a person in violation of subsection (a) of such section. 19

SEC. 168. FINANCING OF ACTIVITIES. 20

(a) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in subsection 21

(b), an IHRT may generate revenue to pay for the oper-22

ations of the IHRT through— 23

(1) charging IHRT participants account fees 24

for use of the trust; 25
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(2) charging authorized EHR data users for ac-1

cessing electronic health records maintained in the 2

trust; 3

(3) the sale of information contained in the 4

trust (as provided for in section 166(a)(3)(A)); and 5

(4) any other activity determined appropriate 6

by the Federal Trade Commission. 7

(b) PROHIBITION AGAINST ACCESS FEES FOR 8

HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS.—For purposes of providing 9

incentives to health care providers to access information 10

maintained in an IHRT, as authorized by the IHRT par-11

ticipants involved, the IHRT may not charge a fee for 12

services specified by the IHRT. Such services shall include 13

the transmittal of information from a health care provider 14

to be included in an independent electronic health record 15

maintained by the IHRT (or permitting such provider to 16

input such information into the record), including the 17

transmission of or access to information described in sec-18

tion 166(a)(2)(C)(ii) by appropriate emergency respond-19

ers. 20

(c) REQUIRED DISCLOSURES.—The sources and 21

amounts of revenue derived under subsection (a) for the 22

operations of an IHRT shall be fully disclosed to each 23

IHRT participant of such IHRT and to the public. 24
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(d) TREATMENT OF INCOME.—For purposes of the 1

Internal Revenue Code of 1986, any revenue described in 2

subsection (a) shall not be included in gross income of any 3

IHRT, IHRT participant, or authorized EHR data user. 4

SEC. 169. REGULATORY OVERSIGHT. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—In carrying out this part, the Fed-6

eral Trade Commission shall promulgate regulations for 7

independent health record trusts. 8

(b) ESTABLISHMENT OF INTERAGENCY STEERING 9

COMMITTEE.— 10

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Health and 11

Human Services shall establish an Interagency 12

Steering Committee in accordance with this sub-13

section. 14

(2) CHAIRPERSON.—The Secretary of Health 15

and Human Services shall serve as the chairperson 16

of the Interagency Steering Committee. 17

(3) MEMBERSHIP.—The members of the Inter-18

agency Steering Committee shall consist of the At-19

torney General, the Chairperson of the Federal 20

Trade Commission, the Chairperson for the National 21

Committee for Vital and Health Statistics, a rep-22

resentative of the Federal Reserve, and other Fed-23

eral officials determined appropriate by the Sec-24

retary of Health and Human Services. 25
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(4) DUTIES.—The Interagency Steering Com-1

mittee shall coordinate the implementation of this 2

part, including the implementation of policies de-3

scribed in subsection (d) based upon the rec-4

ommendations provided under such subsection, and 5

regulations promulgated under this part. 6

(c) FEDERAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE.— 7

(1) IN GENERAL.—The National Committee for 8

Vital and Health Statistics shall serve as an advisory 9

committee for the IHRTs. The membership of such 10

advisory committee shall include a representative 11

from the Federal Trade Commission and the chair-12

person of the Interagency Steering Committee. Not 13

less than 60 percent of such membership shall con-14

sist of representatives of nongovernment entities, at 15

least one of whom shall be a representative from an 16

organization representing health care consumers. 17

(2) DUTIES.—The National Committee for 18

Vital and Health Statistics shall issue periodic re-19

ports and review policies concerning IHRTs based 20

on each of the following factors: 21

(A) Privacy and security policies. 22

(B) Economic progress. 23

(C) Interoperability standards. 24
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(d) POLICIES RECOMMENDED BY FEDERAL TRADE 1

COMMISSION.—The Federal Trade Commission, in con-2

sultation with the National Committee for Vital and 3

Health Statistics, shall recommend policies to— 4

(1) provide assistance to encourage the growth 5

of independent health record trusts; 6

(2) track economic progress as it pertains to 7

operators of independent health records trusts and 8

individuals receiving nontaxable income with respect 9

to accounts; 10

(3) conduct public education activities regarding 11

the creation and usage of the independent health 12

records trusts; 13

(4) establish standards for the interoperability 14

of health information technology to ensure that in-15

formation contained in such record may be shared 16

between the trust involved, the participant, and au-17

thorized EHR data users, including for the stand-18

ardized collection and transmission of individual 19

health records (or portions of such records) to au-20

thorized EHR data users through a common inter-21

face and for the portability of such records among 22

independent health record trusts; and 23

(5) carry out any other activities determined 24

appropriate by the Federal Trade Commission. 25
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(e) REGULATIONS PROMULGATED BY FEDERAL 1

TRADE COMMISSION.—The Federal Trade Commission 2

shall promulgate regulations based on, at a minimum, the 3

following factors: 4

(1) Requiring that an IHRT participant, who 5

has an electronic health record that is maintained by 6

an IHRT, be notified of a security breech with re-7

spect to such record, and any corrective action taken 8

on behalf of the participant. 9

(2) Requiring that information sent to, or re-10

ceived from, an IHRT that has been designated as 11

high-risk should be authenticated through the use of 12

methods such as the periodic changing of passwords, 13

the use of biometrics, the use of tokens or other 14

technology as determined appropriate by the council. 15

(3) Requiring a delay in releasing sensitive 16

health care test results and other similar informa-17

tion to patients directly in order to give physicians 18

time to contact the patient. 19

(4) Recommendations for entities operating 20

IHRTs, including requiring analysis of the potential 21

risk of health transaction security breeches based on 22

set criteria. 23
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(5) The conduct of audits of IHRTs to ensure 1

that they are in compliance with the requirements 2

and standards established under this part. 3

(6) Disclosure to IHRT participants of the 4

means by which such trusts are financed, including 5

revenue from the sale of patient data. 6

(7) Prevention of certification of an entity seek-7

ing independent heath record trust certification 8

based on— 9

(A) the potential for conflicts between the 10

interests of such entity and the security of the 11

health information involved; and 12

(B) the involvement of the entity in any 13

activity that is contrary to the best interests of 14

a patient. 15

(8) Prevention of the use of revenue sources 16

that are contrary to a patient’s interests. 17

(9) Public disclosure of audits in a manner 18

similar to financial audits required for publicly trad-19

ed stock companies. 20

(10) Requiring notification to a participating 21

entity that the information contained in such record 22

may not be representative of the complete or accu-23

rate electronic health record of such account holder. 24
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(f) COMPLIANCE REPORT.—Not later than 1 year 1

after the date of the enactment of this Act, and annually 2

thereafter, the Commission shall submit to the Committee 3

on Health, Education, Labor, and Pensions and the Com-4

mittee on Finance of the Senate and the Committee on 5

Energy and Commerce and the Committee on Ways and 6

Means of the House of Representatives, a report on com-7

pliance by and progress of independent health record 8

trusts with this part. Such report shall describe the fol-9

lowing: 10

(1) The number of complaints submitted about 11

independent health record trusts, which shall be di-12

vided by complaints related to security breaches, and 13

complaints not related to security breaches, and may 14

include other categories as the Interagency Steering 15

Committee established under subsection (b) deter-16

mines appropriate. 17

(2) The number of enforcement actions under-18

taken by the Commission against independent health 19

record trusts in response to complaints under para-20

graph (1), which shall be divided by enforcement ac-21

tions related to security breaches and enforcement 22

actions not related to security breaches and may in-23

clude other categories as the Interagency Steering 24
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Committee established under subsection (b) deter-1

mines appropriate. 2

(3) The economic progress of the individual 3

owner or institution operator as achieved through 4

independent health record trust usage and existing 5

barriers to such usage. 6

(4) The progress in security auditing as pro-7

vided for by the Interagency Steering Committee 8

council under subsection (b). 9

(5) The other core responsibilities of the Com-10

mission as described in subsection (a). 11

(g) INTERAGENCY MEMORANDUM OF UNDER-12

STANDING.—The Interagency Steering Committee shall 13

ensure, through the execution of an interagency memo-14

randum of understanding, that— 15

(1) regulations, rulings, and interpretations 16

issued by Federal officials relating to the same mat-17

ter over which 2 or more such officials have respon-18

sibility under this part are administered so as to 19

have the same effect at all times; and 20

(2) the memorandum provides for the coordina-21

tion of policies related to enforcing the same require-22

ments through such officials in order to have coordi-23

nated enforcement strategy that avoids duplication 24
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of enforcement efforts and assigns priorities in en-1

forcement. 2

TITLE II—MEDICAID AND SCHIP 3

REFORM 4

SEC. 201. MEDICAID REFORM. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—Title XIX of the Social Security 6

Act is amended— 7

(1) by redesignating section 1939 as section 8

1940; and 9

(2) by inserting after section 1938 the following 10

new section: 11

‘‘REVISION OF MEDICAID PROGRAM 12

‘‘SEC. 1939. (a) ELECTION OF BLOCK GRANT OR IM-13

PLEMENTATION OF REFUNDABLE TAX CREDIT FOR MED-14

ICAID POPULATION FOR ACUTE CARE SERVICES AND 15

MAINTENANCE OF EFFORT SPENDING.— 16

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Each State shall elect— 17

‘‘(A) to receive block grant funding under 18

subsection (b); or 19

‘‘(B) to have Medicaid-eligible individuals 20

eligible to receive refundable tax credits under 21

section 36 of the Internal Revenue Code of 22

1986 and to provide for maintenance of effort 23

described in subsection (c). 24
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If a State fails to make such an election, the State 1

shall be treated as making the election described in 2

subparagraph (A). 3

‘‘(2) LIMITATIONS ON ELECTION.—If a State 4

makes the election described in paragraph (1)(B), 5

the State may not change such election. A State that 6

makes the election described in paragraph (1)(A) 7

may change such election with notice to the Sec-8

retary. 9

‘‘(3) EFFECTIVE DATE; IMPLEMENTATION.— 10

This subsection shall first take effect as of January 11

1, 2010. For items and services furnished on or 12

after such date, no payment shall be made under 13

section 1903 to any State. 14

‘‘(b) BLOCK GRANT PAYMENT FOR ACUTE CARE 15

SERVICES.— 16

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The block grant payment 17

amount under this subsection for a State— 18

‘‘(A) for 2010 is equal to the total Federal 19

payments under this title and title XXI to the 20

State for calendar quarters in 2009 (other than 21

payments for medical assistance for long-term 22

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—This section shall not 15

apply to individuals not described in paragraph 16

(1). 17

‘‘(B) NO IMPACT ON COMPUTATION OF 18

MEDICARE PREMIUMS FOR OLDER MEDICARE 19

BENEFICIARIES.—Premiums under parts A, B, 20

and D shall be computed for individuals not de-21

scribed in paragraph (1) based on the average 22

costs that the Secretary estimates would have 23

been applicable if this section did not apply.

curity savings account remain after the purchase of an an-6

nuity under subsection (b), the remaining assets shall be 7

payable to the participating individual at such time, in 8

such manner, and in such amounts as the participating 9

individual may specify, subject to subsection (f). 10

‘‘(e) DISTRIBUTIONS IN CASE OF DEATH.—If the 11

participating individual dies before all amounts which are 12

SEC. 501. SHORT TITLE. 6

This title may be cited as the ‘‘Taxpayer Choice Act 7

of 2008’’. 8

SEC. 502. REPEAL OF ALTERNATIVE MINIMUM TAX FOR 9

NONCORPORATE TAXPAYERS. 10

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 55(a) of the Internal Rev-11

enue Code of 1986 (relating to alternative minimum tax 12

imposed) is amended by adding at the end the following 13

new flush sentence: 14

‘‘In the case of a taxpayer other than a corporation, no 15

tax shall be imposed by this section for any taxable year 16

beginning after December 31, 2008, and the tentative 17

minimum tax of any taxpayer other than a corporation 18

for any such taxable year shall be zero for purposes of 19

this title.’’.

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sections 31 and 36, no amount shall be allowed as 1

a credit against such tax for the taxable year. 2

‘‘(3) ELECTION.— 3

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.— 4

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Except as pro-5

vided in clause (ii) of this subparagraph 6

and clauses (ii) and (iii) of subparagraph 7

(B), the election under paragraph (1) may 8

only be made with respect to any taxable 9

year beginning before January 1, 2018, on 10

a timely filed return for the first taxable 11

year for which the election applies.

‘‘(ii) NEW TAXPAYERS.—In the case 13

of an individual with no tax liability under 14

this title before January 1, 2018, the elec-15

tion under paragraph (1) may only be 16

made for the first taxable year beginning 17

after December 31, 2017, for which such 18

individual has tax liability under this title.

The 4

preceding sentence shall not apply if the 5

taxpayer has made a revocation under such 6

sentence for any prior taxable year. 7

‘‘(D) the cost of fringe benefits which are 12

includible in an employee’s, partner’s, or propri-13

etor’s income under section 5 (or are excluded 14

solely because they constitute employee sav-15

ings), including (without limitation)— 16

‘‘(i) contributions to retirement and 17

severance benefit plans, 18

‘‘(ii) premiums for the cost of life, ac-19

cident, disability and other insurance poli-20

cies for which the service provider, mem-21

bers of his family, or persons designated 22

by him or members of his family are the 23

beneficiaries, 24
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‘‘(iii) rental of parking spaces or park-1

ing fees (unless the parking space is used 2

for a vehicle that is regularly used in a 3

business activity); 4

‘‘(iv) employer paid educational bene-5

fits; 6

‘‘(v) employer paid housing (other 7

than housing provided for the convenience 8

of the employer); and 9

‘‘(vi) employer paid meals (other than 10

meals provided for the convenience of the 11

employer). 12

‘‘(b) COST OF BUSINESS PURCHASES.— 13

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The ‘cost of a business 14

purchase’ is the amount paid or to be paid for the 15

business purchase. 16

‘‘(2) TAXES.— 17

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The ‘cost of business 18

purchases’ includes any product taxes paid with 19

respect to the property or services purchased. 20

‘‘(B) PRODUCT TAX.—‘Product tax’ means 21

any excise tax, sales or use tax, custom duty, or 22

other separately stated levy imposed by a Fed-23

eral, State, or local government on the produc-24

tion, severance or consumption of property or 25
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on the provision of services, whether or not sep-1

arately stated, and including any such taxes 2

that are technically imposed on the seller of 3

property or services. 4

‘‘(C) TAXES NOT PRODUCT TAXES.—Prod-5

uct taxes do not include— 6

‘‘(i) the import tax, 7

‘‘(ii) state and local property taxes, 8

‘‘(iii) franchise or income taxes, 9

‘‘(iv) payroll taxes and self-employ-10

ment taxes, or 11

‘‘(v) the business tax. 12

‘‘(3) IMPORTS.—In the case of an import by a 13

business entity, the cost of the import is the import 14

price for purposes of the import tax. The import tax 15

is not part of the cost of the import. 16

‘‘(c) PROPERTY AND SERVICES ACQUIRED FOR 17

PROPERTY.—If a business entity receives property or serv-18

ices from a business entity in whole or partial exchange 19

for property or services, the property or services acquired 20

shall be treated as if they were purchased for an amount 21

equal to the fair market value of the services or property 22

received. For purposes of this section, property includes 23

stock and other equity interests in business other than 24
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stock or an equity interest in the business entity acquiring 1

the property or services. 2

‘‘(d) GAMBLING PAYMENTS.—In the case of a busi-3

ness involving gambling, lotteries, or other games of 4

chance, business purchases include amounts paid to win-5

ners. 6

‘‘(e) SAVINGS ASSETS.—‘Savings assets’ means 7

stocks, bonds, securities, certificates of deposits, invest-8

ments in partnerships and limited liability companies, 9

shares of mutual funds, life insurance policies, annuities, 10

and other similar savings or investment assets. 11

‘‘SEC. 1615. BUSINESS ENTITY AND BUSINESS ACTIVITY. 12

‘‘(a) BUSINESS ENTITY.—For purposes of the busi-13

ness tax, ‘business entity’ means any corporation, unincor-14

porated association, partnership, limited liability company, 15

proprietorship, independent contractor, individual, or any 16

other person engaging in business activity in the United 17

States. An individual shall be considered a business entity 18

only with respect to the individual’s business activities. 19

‘‘(b) BUSINESS ACTIVITY.—‘Business activity’ means 20

the sale of property or services, the leasing of property, 21

the development of property or services for subsequent 22

sale or use in producing property or services for subse-23

quent sale. ‘Business activity’ does not include casual or 24

occasional sales of property used by an individual (other 25
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than in a business activity), such as the sale by an indi-1

vidual of a vehicle used by the individual. 2

‘‘(c) EXCEPTION FOR CERTAIN EMPLOYEES.— 3

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—‘Business activity’ does not 4

include— 5

‘‘(A) the performance of services by an em-6

ployee for an employer that is a business entity 7

with respect to the activity in which the em-8

ployee is engaged, or 9

‘‘(B) the performance of regular domestic 10

household services (including babysitting, 11

housecleaning, and lawn cutting) by an em-12

ployee of an employer that is an individual or 13

family. 14

‘‘(2) EMPLOYEE DEFINED.—For purposes of 15

this subsection, ‘employee’ includes an individual 16

partner who provides services to a partnership or an 17

individual member who provides services to a limited 18

liability company, or a proprietor with respect to 19

compensation for services from his proprietorship. 20

‘‘SEC. 1616. LOSS CARRYOVER DEDUCTION. 21

‘‘(a) DEDUCTION.—The ‘loss carryover deduction’ for 22

a taxable period is the lesser of— 23
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‘‘(1) the business entity’s gross profits for the 1

taxable period (determined without the loss carry-2

over deduction), or 3

‘‘(2) the amount of the loss carryover to the 4

taxable period. 5

‘‘(b) LOSS CARRYOVER.— 6

‘‘(1) GENERAL RULE.—A loss for any taxable 7

period shall be a loss carryover to the succeeding 8

taxable period. 9

‘‘(2) LOSS CARRYOVERS TO A TAXABLE PE-10

RIOD.—The loss carryover to a taxable period is the 11

sum of the loss carryovers from all prior taxable pe-12

riods beginning on or after January 1 of the year 13

following the year in which this chapter is enacted.

18

Loss carryovers shall be reduced in the order that 19

they arose. 20

‘‘(c) LOSS FOR TAXABLE PERIOD.—A business enti-21

ty’s loss (if any) for the taxable period equals the excess 22

(if any) of— 23

‘‘(1) the sum of— 24
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‘‘(A) the cost of business purchases for the 1

taxable period, and 2

‘‘(B) the transition basis adjustment for 3

the taxable period, over 4

‘‘(2) taxable receipts for the taxable period. 5

‘‘(d) SPECIAL RULES.— 6

‘‘(1) CONSOLIDATED RETURNS.—In the case of 7

a consolidated return, the loss for a taxable period 8

shall be determined on a consolidated group basis. 9

In the case of a deconsolidation, the loss carryovers 10

from the consolidated group shall be allocated in ac-11

cordance with rules to be prescribed by the Sec-12

retary. 13

‘‘(2) LOSS CARRYOVERS OF ACQUIRED BUSI-14

NESS ENTITY.—Any loss arising in the case of the 15

acquisition of a business entity shall be allowed as 16

prescribed by the Secretary. 17

‘‘(e) INTEREST.—Interest shall be allowed on each 18

loss carried forward under this section at a rate deter-19

mined by the Secretary of the Treasury. 20

‘‘Subchapter C—Capital Contributions, 21

‘‘Sec. 1621. Contributions to a business entity. 

‘‘Sec. 1622. Distributions of property. 

‘‘Sec. 1623. Asset acquisitions.

‘‘Sec. 1625. Spin-offs, split-offs, etc. 

‘‘Sec. 1626. Allocation of certain tax attributes. 
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‘‘SEC. 1621. CONTRIBUTIONS TO A BUSINESS ENTITY. 1

‘‘(a) BY BUSINESS ENTITY.— 2

‘‘(1) CASH.—If a business entity contributes 3

cash to a business entity of which it is or becomes 4

a partial or full owner, the amount contributed is 5

not a deductible amount to the contributor or a tax-6

able receipt to the recipient. 7

‘‘(2) PROPERTY OR SERVICES.—If a business 8

entity contributes property or services to a business 9

entity of which it is or becomes a partial or full 10

owner, the transaction will not result in taxable re-11

ceipts to the contributor or a deduction for a busi-12

ness purchase for the recipient and will not con-13

stitute a sale resulting in taxable receipts to the con-14

tributor. 15

‘‘(b) BY INDIVIDUAL.— 16

‘‘(1) CASH.—If an individual contributes cash 17

to a business entity, the cash received is not a tax-18

able receipt. 19

‘‘(2) NEW PROPERTY.—If an individual contrib-20

utes to a business entity property that the individual 21

purchased for the business entity but which was not 22

used by any person after its purchase, the property 23

shall be considered purchased by such business enti-24

ty from the person from which the individual pur-25

chased the property. 26
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‘‘(3) PERSONAL USE PROPERTY.— 1

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If an individual con-2

tributes personal use property to a business en-3

tity in which the individual has an ownership 4

interest or for which the individual receives an 5

ownership interest, the business entity shall not 6

be permitted to deduct the value of the property 7

received as a business expense. The business 8

entity will have a tax basis in the contributed 9

property equal to the contributor’s basis. 10

‘‘(B) PERSONAL USE PROPERTY.—‘Per-11

sonal use property’ means any property used by 12

an individual at any time other than in a busi-13

ness activity. 14

‘‘(4) SERVICES.—If an individual contributes 15

services to a business entity in which the individual 16

has an ownership interest or receives an ownership 17

interest, the business entity shall not be permitted to 18

deduct the value of the services received (or the 19

value of the equity interest provided to the services 20

provider).

‘‘SEC. 1622. DISTRIBUTIONS OF PROPERTY. 22

‘‘(a) DISTRIBUTIONS OTHER THAN TO CONTROL-23

LING BUSINESS.—If a business entity distributes all or a 24

portion of its assets to its owners (other than a controlling 25
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business entity), the business entity will be treated as if 1

it sold the assets to its owners at fair market value. The 2

fair market value will be determined by the distributing 3

corporation and those determinations, unless unreason-4

able, will be binding on the recipients. 5

‘‘(b) DISTRIBUTIONS TO A CONTROLLING BUSI-6

NESS.—If a business entity distributes all or a portion of 7

its assets to a controlling business, the controlling busi-8

ness will assume the distributing entity’s tax attributes 9

with respect to the assets and neither entity will have tax-10

able receipts or a deduction as a result of the transaction. 11

‘‘(c) DISTRIBUTION OF PERSONAL USE PROP-12

ERTY.—If personal use property is distributed to the indi-13

vidual who contributed the personal use property to a busi-14

ness entity, the fair market value of the property for pur-15

poses of paragraph (a) shall equal the basis of the prop-16

erty plus any enhancement in value of the property attrib-17

utable to business purchases with respect to the property. 18

‘‘(d) CONTROLLING BUSINESS ENTITY.—A business 19

entity is a ‘controlling business entity’ with respect to an-20

other business entity if it owns directly or indirectly more 21

than 50 percent of the profits or capital interest in the 22

other business entity. 23

‘‘(e) APPLICATION OF THIS SECTION.—This section 24

applies to both liquidating and nonliquidating distribu-25
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tions. Property shall be treated as distributed if the prop-1

erty is used for a nonbusiness purpose for more than an 2

insubstantial period of time during a taxable period. 3

‘‘SEC. 1623. ASSET ACQUISITIONS. 4

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—If a business entity transfers 5

some or all of its assets, the consideration received for 6

such assets shall be allocated among the assets transferred 7

in the same manner as was required by section 1060. If 8

the transferee and transferor agree in writing on the allo-9

cation of any consideration, or as to the fair market value 10

of any of the assets, such agreement shall be binding on 11

both the transferor and transferee unless the Secretary de-12

termines that such allocation (or fair market value) is not 13

appropriate.

feror can jointly elect to treat the acquisition as if it were 6

an acquisition of the stock of a business entity holding 7

the assets so transferred. In such case, the rules of section 8

1624 shall apply. 9

‘‘(d) AUTHORITY TO REQUIRE ALLOCATION AGREE-10

MENT AND NOTICE TO THE SECRETARY.—If the Sec-11

retary determines that certain types of asset acquisitions 12

have significant possibilities of tax avoidance, the Sec-13

retary may require— 14

‘‘(1) parties to such types of acquisitions to 15

enter into agreements allocating consideration, 16

‘‘(2) parties to acquisitions involving certain 17

kinds of assets to enter into agreements allocating 18

part of the consideration to those assets, or 19

‘‘(3) parties to certain acquisitions to report in-20

formation to the Secretary. 21

‘‘(e) ASSET ACQUISITION RULES DO NOT APPLY IF 22

CONSIDERATION INCLUDES EQUITY IN PURCHASER.— 23

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—If a business entity issues 24

its own equity or equity in a subsidiary or other con-25
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trolled entity as part of the consideration for the 1

transfer of assets to it, the transaction shall not be 2

treated as an asset acquisition and the rules of sec-3

tion 1624 shall apply.

‘‘(2) EQUITY.—For purposes of this subsection, 5

equity means— 6

‘‘(A) stock, in the case of a corporation, 7

‘‘(B) partnership or similar interest, in the 8

case of a partnership or limited liability com-9

pany, and 10

‘‘(C) an ownership interest or interest in 11

profits in the case of any other business entity. 12

‘‘SEC. 1624. MERGERS AND STOCK ACQUISITIONS. 13

‘‘(a) MERGERS.—A merger of one business entity 14

into another or two businesses entities into a third busi-15

ness entity or any other similar transaction shall have no 16

direct consequences under the business tax. The surviving 17

entity shall assume the tax attributes of the merged cor-18

porations, including any loss carryovers and credit 19

carryovers. 20

‘‘(b) STOCK ACQUISITION.—The acquisition of all or 21

substantially all of the ownership interest in one business 22

entity either for cash or in exchange for ownership in the 23

acquiring entity or an entity controlled by the acquired 24

‘‘The Secretary shall prescribe rules for allocation of 8

loss carryovers in cases of substantial shifts of assets from 9

one business entity to another business entity. Under such 10

rules, a portion of a business entity’s carryovers may be 11

deemed transferred when assets are transferred. 12

‘‘(b) ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE.—For purposes of 8

determining whether an amount has been incurred, the all 9

events test shall not be treated as met any earlier than 10

when economic performance with respect to such item oc-11

curs. 12

‘‘(c) CONSISTENT ACCOUNTING METHODS.—Except 13

as otherwise expressly provided in this chapter, a business 14

entity shall secure the consent of the Secretary before 15

changing the method of accounting by which it determines 16

gross profits.

acquirer has no ownership interest in the 7

the case of an accrual basis contractor, or 10

‘‘(ii) upon the later of delivery of the 11

project or the receipt of payment, in the 12

case of cash-basis contractor. 13

‘‘(B) in the case of a project in which the 14

acquirer obtains an ownership interest as the 15

‘‘(i) when the contractor has the right 17

to payments, in the case of an accrual 18

basis contractor, or 19

‘‘(ii) upon the later of when the con-20

tractor receives the cash or has the right 21

to payments, in the case of a cash basis 22

contractor. 23
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‘‘(3) ACQUIRER EXPENSES.—The acquirer that 1

is a business entity shall be entitled to deduct its 2

costs of the business purchase— 3

‘‘(A) in the case of a cash-basis acquirer, 4

at such time as a cash basis contractor would 5

be required to treat the amounts paid as tax-6

able receipts, or 7

‘‘(B) in the case of an accrual-basis 8

acquirer, at such time as an accrual basis con-9

tractor would be required to treat the amounts 10

paid or due as taxable receipts. 11

‘‘(b) RIGHT TO PAYMENTS.— 12

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—A contractor shall be treat-13

ed as having a right to payments with respect to a 14

project at any time to the extent that the contractor 15

would not be required to return payments received 16

(or would be entitled to collect payments not yet re-17

ceived) if the project were terminated at such time 18

by the contractor. 19

‘‘(2) CONTRACTUAL PROVISIONS.—If a long- 20

term contract includes a procedure for paying the 21

contractor as work is completed (for example, by 22

reason of a draw down from a trust account), the 23

contractual provisions shall generally govern when a 24

contractor has a right to payment.

production through parts of two different cal-12

endar years if the contract includes a formal 13

deposit and draw-down mechanism, and 14

‘‘(B) any contract for the manufacture, 15

building, installation, or construction of prop-16

erty if such contract is not completed within the 17

taxable period of the contractor in which such 18

contract is entered into. 19

‘‘(2) EXCEPTION.—A contract for the manufac-20

ture of property shall not be treated as a long-term 21

contract unless such contract involves the manufac-22

ture of— 23
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‘‘(A) any unique item of a type which is 1

not normally included in the finished goods in-2

ventory of the taxpayer, or 3

‘‘(B) any item which normally requires 4

more than 12 calendar months to complete. 5

‘‘(d) CONSISTENCY.—The Secretary may require 6

business entities to file statements containing such infor-7

mation with respect to long-term contracts as the Sec-8

retary may prescribe to ensure consistency in reporting. 9

‘‘(e) FOREIGN CONTRACTS.—This section shall not 10

be construed to permit a deduction for a business purchase 11

for the cost of property produced outside the United 12

States pursuant to a long-term contract at any time prior 13

to the import of such property into the United States. 14

‘‘SEC. 1634. POST-SALE PRICE ADJUSTMENTS AND RE-15

FUNDS. 16

‘‘(a) RECEIPT OF PRICE ADJUSTMENT.—In the case 17

of a post-sale price adjustment attributable to a business 18

purchase which was taken into account in computing gross 19

profits for a prior taxable transaction, the amount of such 20

adjustment shall be treated as a reduction or increase, as 21

the case may be, in the cost of business purchases for the 22

taxable period in which the adjustment is made or in-23

curred. 24
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‘‘(b) ISSUANCE OF PRICE ADJUSTMENT.—In the case 1

of a post-sale price adjustment attributable to a sale the 2

receipts from which were taken into account in deter-3

mining taxable receipts for a prior taxable transaction, the 4

amount of such adjustment shall be treated as a reduction 5

or increase, as the case may be, in taxable receipts for 6

the taxable period in which the adjustment is made or in-7

curred. 8

‘‘(c) POST-SALE PRICE ADJUSTMENT.—‘Post-sale 9

price adjustment’ means a refund, rebate, or other price 10

allowance attributable to a sale of property or services or 11

an upward adjustment in price that was not previously 12

taken into account under the business entity’s method of 13

accounting. 14

‘‘SEC. 1635. BAD DEBTS. 15

‘‘(a) SELLER.—If an amount owed to an accrual 16

basis business entity for property or services sold— 17

‘‘(1) was taken into account as a taxable receipt 18

in a prior taxable period, and 19

‘‘(2) becomes wholly or partially uncollectible 20

during the taxable period, then the seller shall treat 21

the amount as a reduction in taxable receipts for the 22

taxable period in which it becomes wholly or par-23

tially uncollectible. 24
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‘‘(b) NOTICE REQUIREMENT.—No reduction shall be 1

allowed under subsection (a) unless the seller notifies the 2

purchaser of the amount which the seller has treated as 3

wholly or partially uncollectible. 4

riod and as calculated in section 702(c). 10

(16) The term ‘‘guideline spending amount’’ 11

means the amount of total outlays of the Federal 12

Government for a fiscal year as a percentage of the 13

gross domestic product for such fiscal year within 14

the guideline period. 15

(17) The term ‘‘preview order’’ means a pre-16

view spending reduction order as defined in section 17

703. 18

(18) The term ‘‘final order’’ means a final 19

spending reduction order as defined in section 704. 20

SEC. 702. LONG-TERM PROJECTIONS. 21

(a) OMB LONG-TERM ECONOMIC GROWTH AND 22

BUDGET PROJECTIONS.—For each fiscal year within the 23

guideline period, OMB shall prepare a report that sets 24

forth the amount of total spending of the Government in 25
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outlays, within the budget as submitted by the President 1

anually under section 1105(a) of title 31, United States 2

Code. 3

(b) CBO LONG-TERM ECONOMIC GROWTH AND 4

BUDGET PROJECTIONS.—By February 1 of each calendar 5

year, for each fiscal year within the guideline period, CBO 6

shall prepare a report that sets forth the amount of total 7

spending of the Government in outlays, and the amount 8

of spending of each program within the budget as CBO 9

prepares its annual baseline and its reestimate of the 10

President’s budget. 11

(c) INCLUSION IN THE FINAL SPENDING REDUC-12

TION.—Each report prepared pursuant to subsections (a) 13

and (b) shall be included in the preview spending reduc-14

tion and final spending reduction, as applicable, set forth 15

in sections 703 and 704. 16

SEC. 703. PREVIEW SPENDING REDUCTION ORDER. 17

(a) ISSUANCE.—Not later than 15 calendar days 18

after the date Congress adjourns to end a session of Con-19

gress, every fiscal year other than which a final order is 20

issued, OMB shall issue a preview spending reduction 21

order. 22

(b) CONTENTS.—A preview order shall be subject to 23

the same requirements as that set forth for a final spend-24

ing reduction in section 704. 25
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(c) AVAILABILITY.—A preview order required to be 1

issued by this section shall be submitted by OMB to the 2

House of Representatives and the Senate on the day it 3

is issued. 4

(d) EFFECT.—A preview order shall not cause a 5

spending reduction. 6

SEC. 704. FINAL SPENDING REDUCTION ORDER. 7

(a) ISSUANCE.—Not later than 15 calendar days 8

after the date Congress adjourns to end a session of Con-9

gress, every fifth fiscal year following the fiscal year in 10

which this Act is enacted, OMB shall issue a final spend-11

ing reduction order to eliminate an excess spending 12

amount (if any) as calculated under subsection (b). 13

(b) CONTENT OF A FINAL SPENDING CONTROL 14

ORDER.—In addition to any other information required 15

under this title to be included in any final spending control 16

order, this order shall contain, for the budget year, for 17

each account to be subject to a spending reduction, esti-18

mates of the baseline level of budgetary resources and re-19

sulting outlays and the amount of budgetary resources to 20

be subject to a spending reduction and resulting outlay 21

reductions. The order shall also contain estimates of the 22

effects on outlays of the spending reduction in each out-23

year for direct spending programs. 24
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(c) AVAILABILITY.—A final order required to be 1

issued by this section shall be submitted by OMB to the 2

House of Representatives, the Senate, and the President 3

on the day it is issued. 4

(d) SPENDING CONTROL BUFFER.—If there is an ex-5

cess spending amount in only one fiscal year or in one 6

period of two successive fiscal years during the guideline 7

period, and such amount or amounts exceed the guideline 8

spending amount by .1 percent of GDP or less, then the 9

final spending reduction shall be issued, but shall not take 10

effect. 11

(e) PRESIDENTIAL ORDER.—On the date specified in 12

subsection (a), if in its final spending reduction OMB cal-13

culates there exists an impermissible excess spending 14

amount, the President shall issue an order fully imple-15

menting without change all spending reductions required 16

by the OMB calculations set forth in that report. This 17

order shall be effective on the first day of the fiscal year 18

following the fiscal year in which the order is issued. 19

SEC. 705. ELIMINATING EXCESS SPENDING AMOUNTS. 20

(a) ENFORCING A SPENDING REDUCTION FOR DIS-21

CRETIONARY SPENDING.— 22

(1) ELIMINATING A DISCRETIONARY SPENDING 23

EXCESS.—OMB shall include in its final order a re-24

quirement that each discretionary account shall be 25
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reduced by an amount of budget authority calculated 1

by multiplying the baseline level of budgetary re-2

sources in that account at that time by the uniform 3

percentage necessary to reduce outlays sufficient to 4

eliminate an excess spending amount. 5

(2) PART-YEAR APPROPRIATIONS.—If, on the 6

date a final spending reduction is issued, there is in 7

effect an Act making or continuing appropriations 8

for part of a fiscal year for any budget account, then 9

the dollar spending reduction calculated for that ac-10

count under paragraph (1) shall be subtracted 11

from— 12

(A) the annualized amount otherwise avail-13

able by law in that account under that or a sub-14

sequent part-year appropriation; and 15

(B) when a full-year appropriation for that 16

account is enacted, from the amount otherwise 17

provided by the full-year appropriation. 18

(b) ELIMINATING A DIRECT SPENDING EXCESS.— 19

OMB shall include in its final order a requirement that 20

each direct spending account shall be reduced by an 21

amount of budget authority calculated by multiplying the 22

baseline level of budgetary resources in that account at 23

that time by the uniform percentage necessary to reduce 24

outlays sufficient to eliminate an excess spending amount. 25
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(c) UNIFORM PERCENTAGE.—The percentage re-1

quired to produce a spending reduction, as ordered by a 2

final order, shall be calculated by OMB by adding all 3

budgetary resources of the Government, and reducing that 4

amount by an amount sufficient to reduce the total 5

amount of outlays of the Government to equal, or lower, 6

a level of outlays than the amount set forth in the guide-7

line period. 8

SEC. 706. SPECIAL PROCEDURES. 9

(a) SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS.—Benefits payable 10

under the old-age, survivors, and disability insurance pro-11

gram established under title II of the Social Security Act, 12

shall be exempt from a spending reduction required by a 13

final order if— 14

(1) the Social Security Trustees issue, in the 15

fiscal year such order is issued, a statement that the 16

old-age, survivors, and disability Trust Funds have 17

achieved or will achieve solvency under current law 18

within the guideline period beginning in the year fol-19

lowing the year the final order is issued; 20

(2) it would require an amount that exceeds 21

such amount as the Trustees determine are required 22

to achieve solvency in that period, as determined by 23

the Social Security Trustees; and 24
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(3) it would require a spending reduction of an 1

amount greater than 1 percent of budgetary re-2

sources in any fiscal year within the guideline pe-3

riod. 4

(b) NET INTEREST.—A spending reduction shall not 5

cause any effect on payments for net interest (as set forth 6

in function 900). 7

(c) OBLIGATED BALANCES.—Obligated balances of 8

budget authority carried over from prior fiscal years shall 9

be exempt from a spending reduction under any order 10

issued under this title. 11

(d) APPLICATION TO FAST GROWING PROGRAMS.— 12

Any program whose growth in the budget year is less than 13

the rate of inflation as determined by OMB, shall be ex-14

empt from a spending reduction issued under this title. 15

(e) LIMITATION ON SPENDING REDUCTIONS.—No 16

program shall be subject to a spending reduction of more 17

than 1 percent of its budgetary resources. 18

(f) UNIFORM PERCENTAGE RATE OF REDUCTION 19

AND OTHER LIMITATIONS.—All spending reductions with 20

respect to a fiscal year shall be made so as to ensure that 21

outlays for each program, project, activity, or account in-22

volved are reduced by a percentage rate that is uniform 23

for all such programs, projects, activities, and accounts, 24

and may not be made so as to achieve a percentage rate 25
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of reduction in any such item exceeding the rate specified 1

in the order. 2

(g) EFFECT OF A FINAL ORDER.—Upon the issue 3

of a final order, a spending reduction shall be ordered for 4

all nonexempt spending accounts. The spending reduction 5

shall be effective as follows: 6

(1) Budgetary resources subject to a spending 7

reduction to any discretionary account shall be per-8

manently cancelled. 9

(2) The same percentage spending reduction 10

shall apply to all programs, projects, and activities 11

within a budget account (with programs, projects, 12

and activities as delineated in the appropriation Act 13

or accompanying report for the relevant fiscal year 14

covering that account, or for accounts not included 15

in appropriation Acts, as delineated in the most re-16

cently submitted President’s budget). 17

(3) Administrative regulations implementing a 18

spending reduction shall be made within 120 days of 19

the issue of a final order. 20

(4) Budgetary resources subject to a spending 21

reduction in revolving, trust, and special fund ac-22

counts and offsetting collections subject to a spend-23

ing reduction in appropriation accounts shall not be 24

available for obligation during the fiscal year in 25
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which the spending reduction is issued, and shall be 1

available in subsequent years only to the extent as 2

provided by law. 3

SEC. 707. SUSPENSION IN THE EVENT OF WAR OR LOW 4

GROWTH. 5

(a) PROCEDURES IN THE EVENT OF A LOW GROWTH 6

REPORT.— 7

(1) LOW GROWTH REPORT.—Whenever OMB or 8

CBO issues a low-growth report under section 9

710(a), the majority leader of the House of Rep-10

resentatives and the majority leader of the Senate 11

shall introduce a joint resolution suspending the rel-12

evant provisions of this title, titles III and IV of the 13

Congressional Budget Act of 1974, and section 1103 14

of title 31, United States Code. 15

(2) FORM OF JOINT RESOLUTION.— 16

(A) The matter after the resolving clause 17

in any joint resolution introduced pursuant to 18

paragraph (1) shall be as follows: ‘‘That the 19

Congress declares that the conditions specified 20

in section 711(a) of the Budget Control Act of 21

2008 are met, and the implementation of the 22

Congressional Budget and Impoundment Con-23

trol Act of 1974, chapter 11 of title 31, United 24
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States Code, and the Budget Control Act of 1

2008 is hereby suspended.’’. 2

(B) The title of the joint resolution shall 3

be ‘‘A joint resolution suspending certain provi-4

sions of law pursuant to section 711(a) of the 5

Budget Control Act of 2008.’’ 6

(3) A joint resolution introduced pursuant to 7

paragraph (1), an amendment thereto, or a con-8

ference report thereon, shall only be passed if it re-9

ceives not less than three-fifths vote of approval of 10

the total number of Members of the House of Rep-11

resentatives and the Senate. 12

(b) SUSPENSION OF SPENDING REDUCTION PROCE-13

DURES.—Upon the enactment of a declaration of war or 14

a joint resolution described in subsection (a)— 15

(1) the subsequent issuance of any final spend-16

ing reduction is precluded; 17

(2) titles III and IV of the Congressional Budg-18

et Act of 1974 are suspended; and 19

(3) section 1103 of title 31, United States 20

Code, is suspended. 21

(c) RESTORATION OF SPENDING CONTROL PROCE-22

DURES.— 23

(1) In the event of a suspension of spending 24

control procedures due to a declaration of war, then, 25
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effective with the fifth fiscal year that begins in the 1

session after the state of war is concluded, the provi-2

sions of subsection (b) triggered by that declaration 3

of war are no longer effective. 4

(2) In the event of a suspension of spending 5

control procedures due to the enactment of a joint 6

resolution described in subsection (a), then, effective 7

with regard to the first fiscal year beginning at least 8

12 months after the enactment of that resolution, 9

the provisions of subsection (b) triggered by that 10

resolution are no longer effective. 11

SEC. 708. ALTERNATE SPENDING REDUCTION LEGISLATION 12

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 13

(a) INTRODUCTION OF JOINT RESOLUTION.—At any 14

time after the Director of OMB issues a final order for 15

a fiscal year, but before the end of the session of Congress 16

in session on the date of the issuance of such order, the 17

majority leader of the House of Representatives may in-18

troduce a joint resolution which contains provisions direct-19

ing the President to modify the most recent final order 20

issued pursuant to this title, or provide an alternative to 21

eliminate the spending excess for such fiscal year or years. 22

After the introduction of the first such joint resolution in 23

either House of Congress in any calendar year, then no 24

(b) PROCEDURES FOR CONSIDERATION OF JOINT 3

RESOLUTIONS.— 4

(1) Any committee of the House of Representa-5

tives to which an alternative spending compliance 6

measure is referred shall report it to the House 7

without amendment not later than the seventh legis-8

lative day after the date of its introduction. If a 9

committee fails to report the bill within that period 10

or the House has adopted a concurrent resolution 11

providing for adjournment sine die at the end of a 12

Congress, it shall be in order to move that the 13

House discharge the committee from further consid-14

eration of the bill. Such a motion shall be in order 15

only at a time designated by the Speaker in the leg-16

islative schedule within two legislative days after the 17

day on which the proponent announces his intention 18

to offer the motion. Such a motion shall not be in 19

order after a committee has reported a spending 20

compliance measure with respect to that special mes-21

sage or after the House has disposed of a motion to 22

discharge with respect to that special message. The 23

previous question shall be considered as ordered on 24

the motion to its adoption without intervening mo-25
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tion except twenty minutes of debate equally divided 1

and controlled by the proponent and an opponent. If 2

such a motion is adopted, the House shall proceed 3

immediately to consider the spending compliance 4

measure bill in accordance with paragraph (3). A 5

motion to reconsider the vote by which the motion 6

is disposed of shall not be in order. 7

(2) After a spending compliance measure is re-8

ported or a committee has been discharged from fur-9

ther consideration, or the House has adopted a con-10

current resolution providing for adjournment sine 11

die at the end of a Congress, it shall be in order to 12

move to proceed to consider the spending compliance 13

measure in the House. Such a motion shall be in 14

order only at a time designated by the Speaker in 15

the legislative schedule within two legislative days 16

after the day on which the proponent announces his 17

intention to offer the motion. Such a motion shall 18

not be in order after the House has disposed of a 19

motion to proceed with respect to that special mes-20

sage. The previous question shall be considered as 21

ordered on the motion to its adoption without inter-22

vening motion.

(c) VOTING.—The vote on final passage of a joint res-13

olution or conference report thereon referred to in para-14

graph (1) shall require approval of not less than three- 15

fifths of the Members of the House of Representatives. 16

SEC. 709. ALTERNATE SPENDING REDUCTION LEGISLATION 17

IN THE SENATE. 18

(a) INTRODUCTION OF JOINT RESOLUTION.—At any 19

time after OMB issues a final order for a fiscal year, but 20

before the end of the session of Congress in session on 21

the date of the issuance of such order, the majority leader 22

of either House of Congress may introduce a joint resolu-23

tion which contains provisions directing the President to 24

modify the most recent final order provide an alternative 25
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to eliminate the spending excess for such fiscal year or 1

years. After the introduction of the first such joint resolu-2

tion in either House of Congress in any calendar year, 3

then no other joint resolution introduced in such House 4

in such calendar year shall be subject to the procedures 5

set forth in this section. 6

(b) PROCEDURES FOR CONSIDERATION OF JOINT 7

RESOLUTIONS.— 8

(1) REFERRAL TO COMMITTEE.—A joint resolu-9

tion introduced in the Senate under subsection (a) 10

shall not be referred to a committee of the Senate 11

and shall be placed on the calendar pending disposi-12

tion of such joint resolution in accordance with this 13

subsection. 14

(2) CONSIDERATION IN THE SENATE.—On or 15

after the third calendar day (excluding Saturdays, 16

Sundays, and legal holidays) beginning after a joint 17

resolution is introduced under subsection (a), not-18

withstanding any rule or precedent of the Senate, in-19

cluding rule XXII of the Standing Rules of the Sen-20

ate, it is in order (even though a previous motion to 21

the same effect has been disagreed to) for any Mem-22

ber of the Senate to move to proceed to the consider-23

ation of the joint resolution. The motion is not in 24

order after the eighth calendar day (excluding Sat-25
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urdays, Sundays, and legal holidays) beginning after 1

a joint resolution (to which the motion applies) is in-2

troduced. The joint resolution is privileged in the 3

Senate. A motion to reconsider the vote by which the 4

motion is agreed to or disagreed to shall not be in 5

order. If a motion to proceed to the consideration of 6

the joint resolution is agreed to, the Senate shall im-7

mediately proceed to consideration of the joint reso-8

lution without intervening motion, order, or other 9

business, and the joint resolution shall remain the 10

unfinished business of the Senate until disposed of. 11

(3) DEBATE IN THE SENATE.— 12

(A) In the Senate, debate on a joint resolu-13

tion introduced under subsection (a), amend-14

ments thereto, and all debatable motions and 15

appeals in connection therewith shall be limited 16

to not more than 10 hours, which shall be di-17

vided equally between the majority leader and 18

the minority leader (or their designees). 19

(B) A motion to postpone, or a motion to 20

proceed to the consideration of other business is 21

not in order. A motion to reconsider the vote by 22

which the joint resolution is agreed to or dis-23

agreed to is not in order, and a motion to re-24

commit the joint resolution is not in order. 25
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(C)(i) No amendment that is not germane 1

to the provisions of the joint resolution shall be 2

in order in the Senate. In the Senate, an 3

amendment, any amendment to an amendment, 4

or any debatable motion or appeal is debatable 5

for not to exceed 30 minutes to be equally di-6

vided between, and controlled by, the mover and 7

the majority leader (or their designees), except 8

that in the event that the majority leader favors 9

the amendment, motion, or appeal, the minority 10

leader (or the minority leader’s designee) shall 11

control the time in opposition to the amend-12

ment, motion, or appeal. 13

(ii) In the Senate, an amendment that is 14

otherwise in order shall be in order notwith-15

standing the fact that it amends the joint reso-16

lution in more than one place or amends lan-17

guage previously amended. It shall not be in 18

order in the Senate to vote on the question of 19

agreeing to such a joint resolution or any 20

amendment thereto unless the figures then con-21

tained in such joint resolution or amendment 22

are mathematically consistent. 23

(4) VOTE ON FINAL PASSAGE.—Immediately 24

following the conclusion of the debate on a joint res-25
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olution introduced under subsection (a), a single 1

quorum call at the conclusion of the debate if re-2

quested in accordance with the rules of the Senate, 3

and the disposition of any pending amendments 4

under paragraph (3), the vote on final passage of 5

the joint resolution shall occur. 6

(5) APPEALS.—Appeals from the decisions of 7

the Chair shall be decided without debate. 8

(6) CONFERENCE REPORTS.—In the Senate, 9

points of order under titles III and IV of the Con-10

gressional Budget Act of 1974 are applicable to a 11

conference report on the joint resolution or any 12

amendments in disagreement thereto. 13

(7) RESOLUTION FROM OTHER HOUSE.—If, be-14

fore the passage by the Senate of a joint resolution 15

of the Senate introduced under subsection (a), the 16

Senate receives from the House of Representatives a 17

joint resolution introduced under subsection (a), 18

then the following procedures shall apply: 19

(A) The joint resolution of the House of 20

Representatives shall not be referred to a com-21

mittee and shall be placed on the calendar. 22

(B) With respect to a joint resolution in-23

troduced under subsection (a) in the Senate— 24
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(i) the procedure in the Senate shall 1

be the same as if no joint resolution had 2

been received from the House; but 3

(ii)(I) the vote on final passage shall 4

be on the joint resolution of the House if 5

it is identical to the joint resolution then 6

pending for passage in the Senate; or 7

(II) if the joint resolution from the 8

House is not identical to the joint resolu-9

tion then pending for passage in the Sen-10

ate and the Senate then passes the Senate 11

joint resolution, the Senate shall be consid-12

ered to have passed the House joint resolu-13

tion as amended by the text of the Senate 14

joint resolution. 15

(C) Upon disposition of the joint resolution 16

received from the House, it shall no longer be 17

in order to consider the resolution originated in 18

the Senate. 19

(8) SENATE ACTION ON HOUSE RESOLUTION.— 20

If the Senate receives from the House of Represent-21

atives a joint resolution introduced pursuant to this 22

section after the Senate has disposed of a Senate 23

originated resolution which is identical to the House 24

passed joint resolution, the action of the Senate with 25
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regard to the disposition of the Senate originated 1

joint resolution shall be deemed to be the action of 2

the Senate with regard to the House originated joint 3

resolution. If it is not identical to the House passed 4

joint resolution, then the Senate shall be considered 5

to have passed the joint resolution of the House as 6

amended by the text of the Senate joint resolution. 7

(9) The vote on final passage of a joint resolu-8

tion or conference report thereon referred to in para-9

graph (1) shall require approval of not less than 10

three-fifths of the Members of the Senate. 11

SEC. 710. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 12

(a) LOW GROWTH REPORT.—OMB and CBO shall 13

notify the Congress if— 14

(1) during the period consisting of the quarter 15

during which such notification is given, the quarter 16

preceding such notification, and the 4 quarters fol-17

lowing such notification, OMB or CBO has deter-18

mined that real economic growth is projected or esti-19

mated to be less than zero with respect to each of 20

any 2 consecutive quarters within such period; or 21

(2) the most recent of the Department of Com-22

merce’s advance preliminary or final reports of ac-23

tual real economic growth indicate that the rate of 24

real economic growth for each of the most recently 25
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reported quarter and the immediately preceding 1

quarter is less than one percent. 2

(b) ECONOMIC AND TECHNICAL ASSUMPTIONS.—For 3

all purposes of this title, OMB shall use the same eco-4

nomic and technical assumptions as used in the most re-5

cent budget submitted under section 1105(a) of title 31, 6

United States Code. 7

(c) SOCIAL SECURITY TRUSTEE REPORT.—The 8

Trustees of the Social Security Administration shall annu-9

ally issue a report consistent with section 708(c) and OMB 10

shall include such report in a final order and a preview 11

order. 12

(d) CONGRESSIONAL SPENDING LIMIT.—(1) The 13

Congressional Budget and Impoundment Control Act of 14

1974 is amended by adding at the end of title III the fol-15

lowing new section: 16

‘‘SEC. 316 AGGREGATE SPENDING LIMITS. 17

‘‘It shall not be in order in the House of Representa-18

tives or the Senate to consider any bill, joint resolution, 19

amendment, motion, or conference report that would cause 20

an excess spending amount, as defined in section 21

701(c)(16) of the Budget Control Act of 2008.’’. 22

(2) The table of contents set forth in section 1(b) of 23

the Congressional Budget and Impoundment Control Act 24
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of 1974 is amended by inserting after the item relating 1

to section 315 the following new item: 2

‘‘Sec. 316. Aggregate spending limits.’’. 

(e) CONGRESSIONAL REVENUE LIMITS.—(1) The 3

Congressional Budget Act of 1974 (as amended by sub-4

section (d)) is further amended by adding at the end of 5

title III the following new section: 6

‘‘SEC. 317. TAX RATE LIMITS. 7

‘‘It shall not be in order in the House of Representa-8

tives or the Senate to consider any bill, joint resolution, 9

amendment, motion, or conference report that would cause 10

aggregate Federal revenue levels, in any fiscal year, to ex-11

ceed the percentage of revenue relative to the Gross Do-12

mestic Product set forth in subsection (b) unless so deter-13

mined by a vote of not less than three-fifths of the Mem-14

bers voting, a quorum being present.’’. 15

(2) The table of contents set forth in section 1(b) of 16

the Congressional Budget and Impoundment Control Act 17

of 1974 is amended by inserting after the item relating 18

to section 316 the following new item: 19

‘‘Sec. 317.

(f) FISCAL YEARS OF THE GUIDELINE PERIOD.— 20

The fiscal years within the 75-year period referred to as 21

a guideline period in this title shall be as follows: 22

(1) Fiscal year 2009: 19.9 percent. 23

(2) Fiscal year 2010: 19.8 percent. 24
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(3) Fiscal year 2011: 20.0 percent. 1
